The witness had never 
j heard that Kid Allen, in his deposi- 
i Hon, placed the amount at $500 each, 
j The witness said that he stayed at the 
i cabin until about U o'clock that night 
and then went home. 
Two days after 
that he met Kid Allen in a saloon and 
Allen told him that the money was 
! paid to him for the blowing up of the 
| Strong mine. 
The witness testified that 
he was in the camp when Lyons and 
Tully were on trial in Colorado Springs 
for the blowing up of the mine. 
The 
witness said th at he did not think his 
testim ony would help the prisoners at 
that time. 
He thought the sentim ent 
in Colorado Springs 
was 
too 
much 
against them. The w itness testified that 
Nick Tully got him to come to Denver 
on this trial. 
He said he got $25 and 
expenses and understood that he would 
also get witness fees. He testified that 
a Mr. Brady gave him the money. 
He 
said he thought that Messrs 
Lennox 
and Giddings advanced the money to 
Brady. 
A ttorney W aldron then began 
a cross-exam ination, reviewing the en­ 
tire Bull hill trouble. 
He brought out 
the fact that at the time of the blow­ 
ing up of the mine a part of B attle 
mountain was patrolled and guarded by 
arm ed strikers hut he could not get the 
witness to state w hether the Strong 
mine was inside these lines or not. D ur­ 
ing the cross-exam ination Mr. W aldron 
said th at ha would try to prove that 
the m iners’, union was responsible for 
thq; destruction. 
He brought out the 
fset that it ws« impossible for anynn» 
to go between the lines unless they had 
a pass. 
The witness adm itted th at he 
was arm ed and on B attle mountain 
during the trouble. 
He. also admitted 
that he thought the blowing up ,of the 
Strong mine was to keep the deputies 
from getting into the camp. 


W illiam H. Bell, of V ictor, was the 
last witness of the day. 
He has lived 
in V ictor since Septem ber 1894. He was 
well acquainted with 
Strong, 
Allen, 
Munford and Purse. 
He testified that 
he was in P u rse’s cabin when Strong 
came in and paid the money to Allen 
and Munford. His direct testim ony was 
exactly the same as had been sworn 
to by previous witnesses. 
He said the 
first tim e that he ever mentioned that 
lie knew about the case w-as to Nick 
Tully in L as Vega-s, N. M. 
He swore 
that on the ninth of last M arch two 
men cam e to him and said they were in 
the employ of Sam Strong. 
They came 
to his cabin in Victor. 
A Mr. Reese, 
one of the men, told him there would 
be money in his pocket if he would 
have an interview with 
Strong. 
He 
agreed to meet Strong that afternoon 
a t 2 o’clock a t the L ast Chance sa ­ 
loon in V ictor. 
W hen the time came 
he m et the two detectives and they in­ 
vited him to go down to a dentist’s of­ 
fice in th at city. 
Reese told him to fol­ 
low them inste&d of going with them 
so as not to a ttra ct attention. 
They 
went ahead and he followed about five 
■minutes afterw ards. 


Shortly after he got into the dentist's 
office Strong cam e in and after a few 
words said: 
“Well, let’s get down to 
business. 
I ’ve got the money and I 
w ant to get evidence to break Kid Al­ 
len’s deposition.” The witness said that 
Strong told him to make out any bill 
that he chose and m ail it to him and 
he would pay the price. 
The witness 
said he told Strong th at he had already 
made an affidavit as to w hat had hap­ 
pened and he could not go back on the 
affidavit. The witness said th at Strong 
told him to go on the stand and swear 
th at he had been threatened into m ak­ 
ing the affidavit or that he was drunk. 
The w itness said he told Strong thp.t 
he would take the m atter under advise­ 
ment. 
The w itness then w ent and told 
his attorney, Mr. Brady, and on M arch 
16 he .made his reply to Mr. Strong 
through Mr. Reese. 


" I told Mr. Reese th at in order to 
do w hat he wanted I m ust have $1,500 
down, $5,000 if it cam e to trial and $10 
a day and expenses during trial." Reese 
said: "W ell, you don’t w ant much, do 
you?” 
The w itness said th at he did 
th at a t the advice of his attorney so 
it could be used in this trial. 
Under 
cross-exam ination he admitted th at he 
had been in ja il at Colorado Springs 
on the charge of kidnaping a deputy 
sheriff. 
He also adm itted that he was 
indicted for blowing up 
the 
Strong 
mine. 
He said he was well acquainted 
with Bob Lyons and N ick Tully, but 
that he did not tell what he knew dur- 
out 
ing their trial because he thought the

E ach of the citisens who signed tlie 
petition asking the trustees of Colorado 
college to 
keep 
Tejon 
street open 
through the college reservation has re­ 
ceived a reply from the college author­ 
ities. Accompanying- the letter is a dia­ 
gram showing what the trustees pro­ 
pose to do to beautify the college cam ­ 
pus so as to make it a park for the 
benefit of the entire city. The letter is 
as follows; 


"April 25, 1901. 
"M r. Verner

tioners, Colorado Springs, Colo.: 
"G entlem en—Your 
petition request-

been duly received and considered by 
the board of trustees of Colorado col­ 
lege. 
Careful and minute investigation 
has been made by the board of all th at 
is involved in the request contained in 
your petition. At all tim es it is the pur­ 
pose of the board to serve in every pos­ 
sible way the best interests of the city. 
This; board, however, has imposed upon 
It prim arily the duty of conserving the 
interests of i'olorado college as an edu­ 
cational institution. 
It 
believes th at 
the highest interests of the college are | 
also Llie highest interests of the city, j 
and th at whatever conduces to the best 
scientific work at the college will 
for the welfare also of the city. 


"AVhile it would be a pleasure to ex­ 
tend every possible courtesy to the pe­ 
titioners, yet in view of all the con­ 
siderations involved in this request It 
does not seern to the board right to 
open a street 
through 
the 
college 
grounds, especially in view of the fact 
that the continuation of Tejon street 
will become a thoroughfare', carrying 
ultim ately a 
large amount of traffic 
which would not only seriously in ter­ 
fere with the purposes of the college, 
but would also prevent the cam pus 
from being transferred into the kind 
of public pnrlc which seems m ost nec­ 
essary for our city. 


“Th'' bo.«-.’, of 
consultation, rind 1 th at” first of all it 
Is impossible tc. grant this request in 
view of the purposes for which the 
reservation was given to the college. 
The Colorado Springs company donated 
this land solely for educational pur­ 
poses and any action on the part of 
this board which diverts this property 
from its original purpose is a viola­ 
tion of the trust imposed upon it. 
The 
original donors of the land are not 
willing to chnngd the nature of the 
conditions under which the grant of 
land was made to the college, even if 
this board for other reasons should not 
deem it its duty to decline the request 
open the street through its prop­ 
erty. 


T h e board of trustees further finds 
after consultation 
with 
mem bers of 
the facu lty and after a study of the 
experiences of other Institutions that 
it is absolutely necessary for the best 
scientific experim entation that labora­ 
tory buildings should be placed as far 
as possible from all street traffic. 
The 
vibrations caused by such traffic in ter­ 
fere seriously with m ost 
im portant 
scientific work, such as accurate and 
critical assaying of ores, experim enta­ 
tion in electricity and 
kindred work. 
Many of the best buildings in tlie coun­ 
try upon which large sums of money 
have been expended have been seriously 
ham pered m carrying out the work for 
which they were built by opening up 
streets within their immediate vicinity. 
The college is most fortunate in pos­ 
sessing this tract of land, which is ad­ 


m irably adapted for scientific labora­ 
tories; the location of the new .scien­ 
tific buildings m ust 
have in view the 
highest 
educational 
interests 
of the 
college, and 
these 
cannot be 
con­ 
served if a 
public thoroughfare 
is 
opened through 
1 lie college grounds. 
This decision has been reached after 
extensive correspondence and an in­ 
vestigation of conditions a t leading col­ 
leges and universities in the country. 
It should also be borne in mind that 
the demand for accurate scientific work 
will 
constantly 
increase 
with 
the 
growth of the college. 
The decisions 
which are made today must have in 
view the future of the college. 


"The board bus rear-fr^d this de.-iylon, 
bearing in mind the fa ct th at the city 
needs large open spaces in it free froln 
du.>t and the disturbances that must 
necessarily attend street traffic. 
The 
money which at present is being ex­ 
pended is for the purpose of giving- to 
the college and to the city a large open 
park which will serve not only the in­ 
terests of the college but also the many 
people in our city who need such a t ­ 
tractions i.s only a park of this kind 
can give. 
The board is very glad to 
announce th at it is its purpose to open 
up the park to the public with en­ 
trances to it from all sides, so that in 
place of a barren stretch of ground in 
be t t'lf> rpaitiel*ee part of the citv there is 
to be a park so beautified that it will be 
an attraction in every way to the city. 
¡I t is also tho purpose of the board to 
¡open broad paths from the term ina- 
: lion of Tejon street at Cache la Poudre 
I to San R afael street—such w alks to be 
! diverted only a.s is necessary by the lo- 
| cation of the scientific building. 
The 
i diversion c f paths which begins at the 
I middle of the park will not be a serious 
inconvenience, to those passing from 
north to south or in the opposite direc­ 
tion. 


"This board believes that the pres­ 
ent improvement is offering to the peo­ 
ple of the city very much more than 
it takes from them. 


"It further b.dieves that when the 
whole work Is completed and the new- 
building erected, with the educational 
advantages which it offers that it will 
be recognized by all that the plans 
which have 
been 
made, 
have 
been 
for 
the 
best 
good 
of 
the 
col­ 
lege, 
and 
that 
it will 
be shown 
th at w hatever enhances the larger fu ­ 
ture of Colorado college also is for the 
greatest stability of Colorado Springs 
as a residence town. 


"From the experience 
in all other 
places, especially in college towns, it is 
also confidently believed that the prop­ 
erty north and south of the reserva­ 
tion will be appreciated in value by the 
existence of such a park as is now 
planned. 


“Believing that ultim ately you your­ 
selves will come to see the wisdom of 
this decision, we are.

P. O. ORDER FRAUD 


Government Agents Are Hunting For 
Men Who Passed Raised Postoffice 
Orders on Local Merchants. 


United States secret service men are 
having a little work to do in Colorado 
Springs and Denver that they would 
like very much to bring to a successful 
term ination.

ing postal money-orders, and two of 
these bogus orders were cashed in Col­ 
orado Springs on Monday evening. 


It is believed that there is an o r­ 
ganized band of m oney-order raisers 
at work in Denver and that the gang 
consists of two men and a woman.

H uerfano 
street and asked to see some pants. 
He w as shown several pairs of pants 
and several suits of clothes and finally 
he w as persuaded to purchase a full 
suit for which he was to pay $15.

and was given $15 which he took away 
with the suit of clothes.

Louisville, Ky., April 29.~The twenty- 
seventh Kentucky Derby has passed Into 
history, and not one of the 25,000 persons 
that saw it can say aught except that 
it was a race from the drop of the flag 
until Hip Eminence, the son of Falsetto, 
passed under the wire a winner in the 
good time of 2:07*34. 


The track was lightning fast. Not less 
than 25,000 persons saw His Eminence win 
the classic event for every place of van­ 
tage around the grand stand to which hu­ 
manity could clin^r was utilized. 
In the 
hotting ring there wa? a jostling, surg­ 
ing crowd and the eighteen books did a 
rushing business, not only on the Derby, 
but on all others*. Alard Scheck, by rea­ 
son of his work out on Friday morning, 
was a prime favorite, and when the odds 
of 7 to 10 were first chalked up money 
came in at such a lively rate that the 
brokers could not bundle ii. 
Bui after 
each had gotten his share, the odds were 
cut to 3 to 5 and thus remained until 
the colts went to the post. 
But it is 
doubtful If all the books quit winner on 
the race for loads of money went in on 
His Eminence at 
to I and when some 
more venturesome bookmaker chalked up 
three against the colt money came in so 
lively that it was impossible to handle 
it. The contingent from the Blue Grass 
section of the state came down prepared 
to back Sana Zaro and they put their 
money on him in goodly quantities. 


It was nearly 5 o'clock when the bugle 
sounded for the Derby. 
His Eminence, 
with Winkfield in the saddle emerged 
from the paddock, followed by Sana Zaro, 
Driscoll, Amur and Alard Scheck, in the 
order named. 


On the second attempt they got away 
on comparatively even terms, with His 
Eminence and Driscoll having, perhaps 
n neck's advantage over the other three. 
Down the stretch they came toward the 
grand stand and a length did not sepa­ 
rate the live colts with His Eminence in 
front, 
Driscoll 
second, 
Alard 
Scheck 
third, Sana Zaro fourth and Amur last. 
Past the stand and around the lower turn 
they went with His Eminence still set­ 
ting the pace. 
When they straightened 
out on the back stretch Wlnklleld, on llis 
Eminence, was hugging the rail, still a 
iengtn in iront of Amur, who was about 
the same distance from Sana Zaro and 
Driscoll, who were moving down the back 
stretch on even terms. They passed the 
half in this position and as they reached 
the three-quarters preparatory to mak 
lng the final turn down 
the 
stretch, 
Jockey Woods loosened his rein and call­ 
ed on the Schorr entry to overtake His 
Eminence, but the Memphis horse wa 
not equal to it for little bv little he fell 
back and as they entered Into the stretch 
Sana Zaro had moved 
up 
into second 
place, followed by Driscoll and Alard 
Scheck, the favorite, was left to fight it 
out with Amur. 


“His Eminence wins!” was the joyous 
shout that went up from thousands when 
the Falsetto colt 
reached 
the 
seven- 
eighths pole, running with 
long, even 
strides. Sana Zaro made ono final effort 
but it was of no avail, for His Eminence 
was under the wire, a winner by a full 
length of daylight, with Sana Zaro half a 
length in front of Driscoll, Amur fourth 
and a length away with Alard Scheck, 
the favorite, last by three lengths.

DANGER IS OVER 


Dr. R. W. Reasoner has received a 
letter from Dr. R. O. Fenton, the veteri- 
narv surgeon who reoantlv w^nt to the 
P asteur institute In Chicago to be tre a t­ 
ed for a bite from a mad dog in this 
city. Dr. Fenton’s wound 
was 
made 
worse by poor cauterizing, but ha Is 
doing nicely and no serious effects are 
expected. 


Dr. Fenton-took w ith him to Chicago 
parts of the brains of one of the mad 
dogs, and of a horse which had been 
bitten by one of the dogs. An exam i­ 
nation of the brains showed 
unm is­ 
takable evidences of rabies in both ani­ 
mals. 


Both dogs which caused the scare a 
short time ago. are dead now and the 
horse which 
developed 
hydrophobia, 
having presum ably been bitten by one 
of the dogs, also died. No cases of hy­ 
drophobia are now reported In the city 
and the danger is thought to be past. 


Mr. J. W. Atkinson, whose little girl 
w as bitten, has received word from the 
P asteur institute th a t the child is get­ 
ting along nicely, but she arrived there 
ju st in tim e to save her life. 


Mr. A. B. M cFarland, the blacksm ith 
who w as bitten by his horse, which 
later died, is not suffering any bad ef­ 
fects from the bite and his wound is 
healing nicely.

W ashington, D. C., April 25.—The fol­ 
lowing is the text of the opinion ren ­ 
dered by Judge Willis V an D eranter, 
assistant attorney general for the in­ 
terior departm ent, in the appeal of 
Thom as F. W alsh in the m atter o£ 
m ineral entry for 
the Zephyr and 
Divide lode mining claims, synopsis of 
which appeared in the telegraphic dis­ 
patches to The Q azette a t the tim e the 
decision w as rendered. 
The decision 
is of wide-spread im portance in the 
m ining regions of the United S tate 3 as 
it establishes 
several principles 
of 
mining law heretofore uncertain. 
The 
opinion, which is in the form of a 
com munication to the commissioner ot 
the general land office, is as follows: 
The departm ent has considered the 
appeal of Thom as F. W alsh from the 
decision of your olllce dated Decem­ 
ber 1, 1900, in the m atter of m ineral 
entry No. 1575*. made by him January 
9, 1900, for the Zephyr and Divide lode 
m ining claims, survey No. 12876, M ont­ 
rose, Colorado, land district. 


Among the proofs to be subm itted 
w ith an application for patent to a 
lode m ining calm it is required by seo- 
. .on 
til the Revised S tatutes th a t— 
The claim ant at the time of filing 
this application, or at any time there­ 
after, within the sixty days of publica­ 
tion, shall file w ith the register a cer­ 
tificate of the I'nited States surveyor- 
general 
that 
five 
hundred 
dollars' 
w orth of labor has been expended or 
im provem ents made upon the claim by 
him self or grantors. 


To satisfy such requirem ent in this 
case there were credited by the sur- 
vevor-general to the Zephyr claim cer­ 
tain im provem ents thereon valued at 
$265, and to the Divide, likewise, others 
valued at $870; and as an im provement 
common to both claim s 150 feet of a 
certain tunnel, the portion credited be­ 
ing valued a t $1,500. It appearing that 
oilier portions of 
the same 
tunnel 
(which was over 1,700 feet long at the 
time of the said survey No. 12876, in 
October, 1808) had 
been 
credited 
to 
certain other lode m ining claims, also 
entered by Mr. W alsh, your office de­ 
clined in allow any part of the value 
cf the said tunnel to be credited to ­ 
w ard the required expenditure for eith ­ 
er the Zephyr or the 
Divide claim, 
and held the entry thereof for cancel­ 
lation, giving its reasons therefor in 
the language following; 


In case of the Copper Glance lode, 
supra, the Honorable Secretary of the 
Interior held as follows: 


"Labor or im provem ents intended for 
the common benefit of several non­ 
contiguous mining calms cannot be ap ­ 
portioned to the different claim s in 
satisfaction of the required expendi­ 
ture thereon, for the reason th at to 
do so would be to credit each claim 
with an expenditure made In p art for 
the benefit of other claims, not as­ 
sociated therew ith, as claims held in 
common w ithin the m eaning of 
the 
law. 


"The law m akes no provision for 
the apportionm ent of an im provement 
made for the common benefit of sev­ 
eral non-contiguous m ining claims, so 
as to apply different parts thereof ex­ 
clusively to the use of different Indi­ 
vidual claims.” 


The term "claim s held in common 
w ithin the m eaning of the law ,"as used 
In said decision, is understood by this , 
office to mean claim s contiguous upon | 
the ground, having a common owner- ; 
ship, applied for and entered at the . 
sam e tim e and developed by a common | 
system of workings. The various claims 
held by Mr. W alsh 
in 
this vicinity , 
appear to be 
contiguous upon the , 
ground but can hardly be said to form j 
a group of claim s "held in common 
1 
for the reason 
th a t some of them i 
were applied for and entered years ago ' 
by other parties, o th ers.h av in g been 1 
applied for at various times by Mr. I 
W alsh, and two a t least having not yet 
been surveyed. 
| 


I t m ust therefore be held th a t u n ­ 
der the provision of departm ental d e­ 
cision cited the said tunnel cannot be 
applied to the various claim s m en­ 
tioned as a m ining im provem ent m eet­ 
ing the requirem ents of the statute. 
C laim ant has failed to show th a t the 
sum of $500 has been expended In Im­ 
provem ents (other than the tunnel) for 
the development of each of the claims 
em braced in this entry, and his 
m ineral entry No. 1579 is therefore hold 
for cancellation. 
It appears th a t the claims In ques­ 
tion are mem bers of a group of fifteen 
lode m ining claim s 
owned 
by 
Mr. 
W alsh, which lie so adjacent or con­ 
tiguous to each other that, taken to­ 
gether, they form one body or tract 
of land, and th a t the Zephyr and Di­ 
vide claim s are also Imm ediately con­ 
tiguous 
to each 
other. 
All 
these 
claim s, except two, the Cosmos and 
B asuto, are em braced in m ineral en­ 
tries, of which those for the G ertrude 
and the Una, Nos. 755 and 876, were 
m ade In 1883 and 1884. and carried to 
p atent in 1884 and 1886 respectively. A t 
the dates of entry thereof the Ger­ 
trude and U na w ere owned by other 
parties, Mr. W alsh having acquired 
title to them since th a t time. 
Of the 
other 
entered 
claim s, 
all of which 
w ere entered by Mr. W alsh, five are 
em braced in m ineral entry No. lf>26, 
m ade M arch 2, 1889; two, the Crucible 
and Scorlfier, In m ineral entry No. 1580, 
m ade January 9, 1900; two others, tho 
Damon and Pythias, in m ineral entry 
No. 1B81, m ade also Jan uary 9.

The only other pro­ 
visions of the m ining laws in any way 
bearing upon the question are those re­ 
lating to the m atter of expenditure In 
labor or im provem ents required an n u ­ 
ally until entry, upon or for the bene­ 
fit of all m ining claims. As, obviously, 
w hatever may be credited us labor or 
im provements toward m eeting the re­ 
quirem ent relative to annual expendi­ 
ture may also he credited tow ard the 
expenditure required to be shown by 
section 232". as a condition precedent 
to the entry and patenting of a mining 
claim, it follows that the provisions 
of the law relating to annual expen­ 
diture, and the decisions of the courts 
construing or interpreting such pro­ 
visions, m ay properly be resorted to 
to determ ine what expenditure in In- 
bor and im provem ents may be credited 
to such a claim or claim s under that 
section. 


These provisions relating to annual 
expenditure are found in section 2324 of 
the Revised S tatutes and the am end­ 
m ent thereto of F ebruary 11, 1S75, (18 
Stat., 315), and read, respectively, as 
follows:

■woman is The R eal Thing, but that man must do all he 
can to prevent her finding it out. 
'Phis shadow and sub­ 
stance theory is am using; it calls to mind the nice old 
gentlem an who said women were near to angels, but in­ 
ferior to men, leaving one in doubt 
w hether 
he 
was 
hard est on the angels or the women. 
If woman is in­ 
deed the substance the good doctor m ight as well give up. 
I t is only in fairy stories that people bother them selves 
to death about shadows. 
But of course the doctor doesn’t 
m ean anything of the kind, and ho would be a very foolish 
shadow if he did. 
It is m erely one of those flowers of 
speech th a t men who don't w ant to be ju st are in the 
h ab it of dealing out to women, 
it doesn't mean any­ 
th in g. 
As H elen G ardiner puts it, “Men don't respect 
w om en; they only patronize them ," and whenever a man 
ta lk s 
lik e 
that, 
the 
Gardiner 
diagnosis is em inently 


correct. 


A s to the various “awful exhibitions” by women's 
societies, as compared with the usual order of things 
in m en’s societies anybody who knows anything about the 
two, know s th at the women at their w orst are a balmy 
eephyr compared to the cyclonic raglngs of their brethren. 


T ak e for exam ple, the organization 
of 
which 
Dr. 
B u ck ley is a shining mem ber. 
Fiv e or six years ago the 
bishops of the M ethodist church assembled in convention 
in the city of D enver to decide on m issionary work, and 
lay out the funds for the future. 
W hen it came to the 
fiubject of A rm enia th ere was the widest difference of 
opinion. 
T ru th to tell, according to the showing of the 
bishops, the M ethodist church had not. made great head­ 
w ay in th a t m ountainous and Kurd-cursed country, while 
th e W esleyan or E n g lish branch of the same church had 
very successful m issions. 
T h ere were a number of the 
bishops who advocated turning over the M ethodist work 
th ere to the E n glish clergy, decreasing the appropriation 
yearly until it ceased. 
In Germany, where the state of 
affairs was reversed, the W esleyan church had turned its 
m issions over to the M ethodists on this plan. 
<It is in­ 
teresting, by the wray, to know th at Germany, the land 
o i Lu ther and the R eform ation, is a prom ising m ission 
field.) 
Now th at would seem a fair enough proposition. 
T h ere is nothing very rad ical about it. 
Y et those lovely 
C hristian brethren assailed each other's motives, indulged 
in scathing denunciation and innuendo, and discussed 
th is apparently sim ple m atter, w ith all the feeling that 
would be involved in a political debate, for six hours, 
forgetting th eir dinners, and then voted to go into ex­ 
ecutive session, and b ar out the reporters. 
This is the 
sort of thing th at m akes the judicious grieve. 


“L egislative fu nctions” are not essentially masculine, 
lik e a beard or a vest. 
T here is nothing very m ysterious 
or in terestin g or com plex about legislative work, when it 
is honest. 
T here is nothing that requires a very high 
standard of intelligence, or vast learning or even a calm , 
ju d icial mind. 
Anybody who has ever seen a legisla­ 
ture in an active state of eruption knows this. 
In fact 
m ost of them , during th e ir sessions contrive to m ake 
“aw ful exhibitions” o f them selves, and the things that 
they do—w ell, the less said about the things th at they 
do th e better. 
T h e legislatu res in the enfranchised states 
are by no m eans perfect, but ju st by way of contrast one 
m ight cite th e G eorgia legislatu re which defeated a bill 
prohibiting child lab.or, and the Colorado legislature that 
has subm itted a law to th e people m aking an eight hour 


day for the laboring m an. 


Possibly Dr. B u ck ley has heard th at com ing events 
ca st th eir shadows b efore; m ale suffrage is a foreshadow­ 
in g of universal suffrage, w hich is th e subBtance of things 


koped for in every republic w orthy of the name. 


THE EASTMAN CASE. 


T R IA L th at prom ises to rank with the causes 
celebres in crim inal jurisprudence was begun 
last Monday in the crim inal court of E ast Cam­ 
bridge, M assachusetts. 


The defendant Is an instructor in zoology at. H arvard 
university and the charge against him is that of having 
murdered his brother-in-law . Richard H. Grogan, Jr., 
a i the latter's home on the fourth of last Ju ly. 


The defendant is 34 years old and the deceased brother- 
in-law was 29. 
Both men belonged to good fam ilies and 
were of excellent standing in the community. 


Th e following from the Boston Herald gives a brief 
but accurate synopsis of the case up to the tim e of trial: 


The story has an interesting prologue. 
The 
defendant and 
the deceased 
married 
sisters— 
daughters of the late Alvan Clark, the famous 
lens m aker. 
The form er is an instructor in zool­ 
ogy at Harvard. 
The latter was a graduate of 
Harvard, and succeeded his father-in-law in busi­ 
ness. 
Both 
were 
young m en—Grogan 29, and 
Eastm an ."i. 


On the Fourth of Ju ly Air. and Mrs. Eastm an 
and their child were the guests of the Grogans 
at dinner. 
In the afternoon the brothers-in-law 
went down to the river, which flows near by, and 
watched the swim m ing races. Then they went back 
to the Grogan place and began to shoot at a tar­ 
get. 
In the m idst of this diversion, Grogan stag­ 
gered to the side of his house and fell, m ortally 
wounded. 


Eastm an rushed to his assistance. 
W ithout 
hesitation he admitted tho shooting, but claimed 
that the pistol he held was accidentally discharged. 
Grogan at that time made some rem ark to the 
effect that his brother-in-law had murdered him. 
This was heard by two or three persons. 


Eastm an was arrested and 
brought 
before 
Judge Almy of the Cambridge district court. A fter 
a hearing the judge discharged the prisoner on 
the ground that there was not. sufficient evidence 
(o show probable cause. 
But that did not end the 
m atter. 
It was taken before the grand jury last 
October, was discussed in greater detail, and the 
result was the indictm ent to which Eastm an was 
called upon to plead .yesterday. 


This was a rem arkable situation, but not more 
so than the conditions which led up to it. 
T here 
is no contention that the two men quarrelled that 
afternoon. On the contrary, their relations seemed 
to be exceedingly pleasant. 
Even Mrs. 
Grogan 
seemed to be w illing to accept E astm an ’s explana­ 
tion at par value. 
It Is said that she still adheres 
to her original estim ate. 


Grogan’s fam ily, however, took quite another 
view of the case, and their representations have 
stim ulated the Cam bridge police and the district 
attorney to fresh endeavors. 


The m otive actuating the deed is one of the 
features of the case which has not yet developed. 
It is a secret which the prosecuting officers have 
kept very closely. B u t now th at the jury has been 
impaneled, it can do no harm to state that, judg­ 
ing from some of the witnesses who have been 
summoned, the governm ent will try to show that, 
although the exterior relations between the two 
men on that particu lar day were apparently pleas­ 
ant, there did exist a deep and long-cherished 
feeling of anim osity. 


Furtherm ore, the presence of some experts iu 
firearm s indicates that there may bo some testi­ 
mony as to whether tho pistol held by Eastm an 
fired the shot which killed Grogan, and w hether 
it was possible for him to have stood in the posi­ 
tion he says he stood when the pistol was dis­ 


charged. 


All of these things were considered by the 
grand jury w hich presented the indictm ent. They 
are to be considered by the trial jury also, 
llero 
the question will be considered in all its breadth 
of detail, and here, to all intents and purposes, 
the “Eastm an case" opens. 
■Some of the m ost interesting and intricate crim inal 
cases in legal history havo been tried in New England. 
E astm an is not the first instructor in H arvard university 
to be tried on tho charge of murder. 


In 1849 Professor Jo h n W hite W ebster was indicted, 
convicted and hanged for the murder of Dr. George Park- 
ham. 
He was convicted solely on circum stantial evi­ 
dence but afterw ard made a full confession of the crime. 


He killed Dr. Parkham in his laboratory in Harvard, 
then treated portions of the body w ith chem icals and 
undertook to burn the whole of it in his furnace. 
The 
teeth and other portions of the cadaver were found in 
the furnace and it was chiefly on expert testim ony with 
reference to them that Prof. W ebster was convicted. 


The Eastm an trial is attractin g a great deal of a t­ 
tention in New England and m ore in other sections of 
the country than any other recent crim inal trial. 


The rulings of the court during the past two days 
have been quite favorable to the defendant and it will 
not be surprising if the prosecution 
fails 
to produce 
enough legal evidence to w arrant his conviction, even upon 


the state’s own showing. 


The defense will probably be quite strong as the de­ 
fendant is represented by some of the ablest attorneys 


in New England. 


THE WALL ST R E E T BOOM. 


T 


H E largest volume of business ever dono on W all 
street was th at of last week. 
Tho sales went 
up to 10,013,025 shares and sales of bonds am ount­ 
ed to $33,027,300 against $19,430,000 during the 


previous week, which up to that tim e had been a record 


breaker. 


One year ago the stock sales w ere 3,762,560 shares 
and bond sales $12,049,700 and the whole country was of 
the opinion that we were having a dangerous stock boom 


at that time. 


The present movement on W all street is w ithout pre­ 
cedent and it is viewed with alarm in conservative circles. 


The general tendency of all stocks has been steadily 
upward. 
The average prices of 20 representative railw ay 
stocks, 
according 
to 
the W all Street Jou rnal, was as 


follows:

There has been a gain of $3 a share for the 
past week, of about $7 a share w ithin 12 days, of 
over §17 a share since the year began, the move­ 
m ent from January 1 having been steadily upward 
w ith hardly a break, and of over $39 a share since 
the beginning of the presidential cam paign in 1900. 
Stocks altogether may be said to have advanced 
100 per cent within less than three years. 
R elative to the situation the W all Street represent­ 
ative of tho New Y ork Evening Post, has th is to say; 
industrial and railw ay consolidations and th e soar- 
T h at is one reason why on the whole so little 
is said in W all street now, regarding tho excesses 
of the m arket. A poll of the men in th e financial 


com m unity whose opinions are of any value, from 
the highest governm ent officer to the sm allest 
banker, would result in unanim ity of opinion th at 
prices are at a dangerous level, and th a t the futuro 
has a reckoning in store. 
B u t bankers and pub­ 
lic officers dislike to incur the odium of helping a 
break in stocks; brokers do not wish to lose cus­ 
tom ers by advising against speculation on which 
the custom er is determ ined; experienced invest­ 
ors, whether engaged in “syndicates” or not, are 
ready to endure a m arket which adds to the chance 
of selling out profitably. 
M eanwhile the general 
public, in and out of W all street, has so far iden­ 
tified the boom In stocks with the country's pros­ 
perity th at they regard disapproval of the one as 
an attem pt to undermine the other. 


The Springfield Republican com m ents upon the sub­ 


ject as follows: 


And so tho voices of financial authority are 
either silent—as they m ight about as well be, for 
warning never yet fell on a speculative craze but 
as a drop of water on a big Are—or are openly 
advising continued speculative com m itm ents for 
the rise. 


M eantime the whole financial energy of the 
country seems to be concentrating in New Y ork 
♦ o stay and stim ulate the movement in inflated 
ing speculation based 
thereon. 
Interior bank 
funds, as the co n tro lla- of the currency's returns 
of two months ago indicated, are being loaned to 
New York to an extent that arrests general finan­ 
cial attention. 
The secretary of the treasury, 
through bond purchases, is turning back into th at 
m arket his surplus revenue collections, and thus 
is being maintained a fairly easy money m arket 
in the face of extraordinary speculative demands. 
From the interior and the treasury the New Y ork 
banks gained $6,500,000 in cash last week, and an 
inexplicable decrease in loans of nearly $9,000,000 
at the sam e tim e enables the banks to report an 
increase in surplus reserves for the week of $6,893.- 
900. Call money frequently touched 6 per cent, but 
closed at 4Vi, against 2'á per cent a year ago. Thus 
no serious m onetary pinch is im m ediately in sight 
to disturb boom calculations. 


The 
general business situation Is w ithout m a­ 
terial change. 
F ailu res are way below even the 
low record of a year ago— liabilities for tw o weeks 
of April, according to 
Dun, 
aggregating 
only 
$2,493,975, against $4,917,920 in the sam e tim e last 
year. 
Some little check is reported to the ex­ 
pansion in the Iron and steel m arket, or is thought 
to bo noticeable. There is no im provem ent to speak 
of in the dry goods trad e or the textile m anu­ 
factu ring situation, where efforts to curtail pro­ 
duction continue. 
Heavy snow or rain throughout 
the country east of the Rocky m ountains has in­ 
terfered with spring trade and caused considerable 
damage to railroads and crops in m any places. The 
trem endous bank clearings reflect speculative rath ­ 
er than trade activity. 
At New Y ork they are 
about 10Ü per cent above the high figures of a year 
ago, but. for the country outside of New York the 
increase is between 10 and 30 per cent for tho past 
two weeks. 


The trade, industrial and crop reports all point to 
a m aintenance oí high prices and the more sanguine 
speculators say th at good dividends can be paid upon 
nearly all stocks at the. present values. 


Those who are bulling the m arket expect a t least 
four years more of uninterrupted prosperity and th at class 
of speculators seems to be largely in the m ajority. There 
are very few serious notes of w arning from any sourcc 
and the outlook for high prices and a good m arket seems 
to bo quite favorable for som e tim e yet. 


THE AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE. 


C 


OLORADO is fortunate in her educational institu­ 
tions, and in the gentlem en who have made and 
aro m aking them a pronounced success. 
In no 
case is this more evident than a t th e State A gri­ 
cultural college at F o rt Collins, presided over by Dr. 
Barton O. Aylesworth. 
This school is one of the most 
helpful and practical institutions to be found anywhere. 
Owing to the governm ent appropriation for its support, 
it has not been hampered in the past, and while it needs 
more room, and a museum and a few other things, it 
is going right along, doing things every day, branching 
out and increasing its sphere of usefulness. 


It only asked for a sm all appropriation during the 
late assem bly, and will spend It for im provem ents which 
the students can m ake them selves, so th at the money 
thus expended will in reality be a double blessing. 
The 
custom of the college to pay the students for their w ork, 
and havo all possible work done by them has enabled 
many am bitious young men and women to put them selves 
through college, and every thousaad dollars expended for 
im provem ents means increased 
opportunities 
for these 
young people. 


Among the recent additions are a new college paper, 
A gricola Arldus, and the m ost modern 
and 
approved 
apparatus in the laboratory in connection w ith the dairy 
departm ent of the school. 
The paper w ill serve to pre­ 
serve the addresses and discussions of the A gricultural 
club, a very live and energetic organization of students 
and professors. 
It m eets 
sem i-m onthly, 
and 
once a 
month extends a general invitation to all students, pro­ 
viding some kind of social entertainm ent besides the lit­ 
erary treat. 


Dairying is one of the m ost profitable industries in 
this state, and the college is doing fine w ork in bringing 
it to the very highest state of perfection. N ot only is there 
a careful study of the com parative values 
of 
different 
kinds of stock as producers of butter-fat, but of the various 
ills that bovine flesh is heir to and the m icrobes and 
bacteria th at mako a specialty of lu rking in m ilk and 
butter. 


Tho A gricultural college is going 
to , revolutionize 
farm ing in this country. 
It is going to lift it from a 
plane of common drudgery, to be followed by those who 
have not the training to do anything else, and m ake it 
a profession. 
Indeed when one goes through th is col­ 
lege, and sees all th at is taken into consideration, the 
research, the patient seeking for causes of certain dif­ 
ficulties and the finding of remedies, it seem s as if farm ­ 
ing m ight eventually come to be a science to ’be engaged 
in only by those who are really learned. 


U is not certain th at the author of the la te st assault 
upon Denver women is the sam e person as he who com­ 
m itted the form er crim es. 
But the failure to capture the 
crim inal or crim inals is a serious evidence of incapacity 
on the part of the Denver police force, and thiB latest 
outrage should be the occasion for renewed efforts that 
should not cease until this crim inal is captured and prop­ 
erly punished. 


The suprem e court of the United S tates h a s no idea 
of hurry, and is taking its own tim e in. regard to the 
decision of the Puerto R ico and Philippine cases. 
The 
im portance of these decisions is so great and th e necessity 
for absolute correctness so evident th at i t is not sur­ 
prising th a t th e court should be deliberate in its con­ 
sideration of th e m atter. 


A NEW CONFESSION OF FAITH. 


T 


H E Presbyterian church is going to revise its 
creed. 
This is th e unanim ous decision of a 
com m ittee appointed to outline certain changes, 
in lino w ith the expressed w ishes of m any con­ 
gregations of th at faith. 
The leading points set forth 
in the report that will be subm itted to the synod which 
m eets in Philadelphia the m iddle of n ext m onth are as 


follows: 


"F irs t— T hat the returns indicate th a t the 
church desires some change in its credal state­ 


ment. 


“These returns indicate th a t a plurality of 
the presbyteries desired th at changes should be 
made by some new statem ent of present doctrines. 


“The returns also indicate a desire upon the 
part of m any presbyteries for some revision of 
the present confession, especially in chapter 3, 
chapter 10, section 3; chapter 16, section 7; chap­ 
ter 22, section 3; chapter 25, section 6, w ith addi­ 
tional statem ent concerning the love of God for 
all men, for m issions. 
In view of these facts, 
we recommend th at a com m ission as provided 
by the form of governm ent, chapter 23, section 
3, be appointed by this assem bly. 


“Wo recommend that th is com m ittee be in­ 
structed to prepare a brief sum m ary of the re­ 
formed faith, bearing the sam e relation to the 
confession which the shorter catechism bears to 
the larg er catechism . 


“T his sum m ary is not to be a substitute for 
the confession, and is not to affect the term s 
of subscription but to vindicate and clear the doc­ 
trines of the church from all false aspersions 
and m isconceptions.” 
F ifty years ago this announcem ent would have been 
regarded as tho beginning of the end. 
T h e creed was 
looked upon as a m atter of divine inspiration, if not 
direct revelation, from which not one letter could be taken 
aw ay or added w ithout blasphemy. 


Creeds are by no means so vital as they once were. 
A few articles will answer. 
T he two great command­ 
ments, upon which hang all the law and the prophets 
a r ^ sufficient w ithout many variations or widespreading 
ram ifications. 


T his does not imply a w eakening in religious faith, 
a letting down of the bars, or th at worldliness is sap­ 
ping the life of the church and establishing a league be- 
between God and Mammon. It means a process of broad­ 
ening out in the minds of men, a spirit of m ore rev­ 
erence and less oertainty th at any man, or body of men, 
has ever been able with finite m inds to comprehend the 
infinite. 
The most significant recom m endation is that 
there is to be an “additional statem ent concerning the 
love of God for m en.” 


Truly, it is only as we com e to believe m ore and 
m ore in the brotherhood of man th at the Fatherhood 
of God makes itself m anifest. 
No one can know what 
is foreordained for him ; we cannot guess our predes­ 
tined end or way; we do not know even th at the end 
is predestined. 
These things have been m atters of con­ 
troversy for years and years, and m ight be until the 
predestined end of the world is reached. 
It is Bafer for 
C hristian people to leave these questions alone. 
W hy 
accentuate points of dissension when they can unite in 
saying— 


“F o r the thoughts of God are broader 
Than the m easures of m an’s m ind, 


And the heart of the E tern al 
Is m ost wonderfully kind.” 


A WOMAN’S 
BANQUET.

A ST Frid ay night a tru ly rem arkable banquet was 
given in Denver. 
So far as is known it is the 
first banquet ever given in th is state to a woman 
by other women, women only participating. 
The 
occasion was the visit of Dr. M arie Elizabeth Zakrzewska, 
and the banquet was given by the Denver C linical so­ 
ciety, an organization of women physicians, of w hich Dr. 
Ed ith A. Root is the president. 
Tw enty-six ladies sat 
down to tho tables in the parlor of the A lbany. 
There 
was no vacant chair, and the only difference between 
the banquet and ordinary affairs of th a t kind w as the 
absence of anything of an exh ilaratin g nature to drink. 
T here was plenty of good spirits, but it was of another 
kind. 


Dr. Zakrzewska is a Polish woman, who w ill celebrate 
her fiftieth anniversary as a practicing physician next 
year. 
The story of her early struggles, and those of 
oth er women who wished to enter the profession of 
medicine sounds like the n arativ e of a bad dream from 
the dark ages. 
It is hard to believe th at any woman 
could have the indignities put upon her th at have been 
meted out to women who sought to enter the professions, 
and th at w ithin the memory of many, not the oldest in­ 
habitants. 


Dr. M ary E lizabeth Bates acted as toastm aster, and 
was m ost happy in her introductions. 
She could have 
told a story herself of hardship and inju stice, m uch more 
reeent than th at of the pioneers in medicine. 
W hen she 
graduated in medicine she took the exam ination for the 
position of interne of the Cook county (Chicago) hos­ 
pital, together w ith a great num ber of men students. 
To th e horror of the exam ining board, and the shame 
and chagrin of her com petitors she was so unm istakably 
their superior th at there was no choice in th e m atter, 
and it seemed as if she m ust have the position. 
Then 
the gentlem en cast 
about in their minds to find some 
way by w hich to rob her of the place she had earned, 
and discovered an obsolete law w hich required th e board 
of county com m issioners to ratify the appointm ent. Every 
effort was brought to bear to prevent them from doing 
so, 
but when it came to one vote, it was decided by 
th at of a man whose wife was a physician, and Dr. Bates, 
not then of age, becam e interne in th at g reat hospital. 
How she was hazed by the g allan t m ale students; how 
she refused to give her torm entors up to ju stice; how 
she put a woman detective in the hospital a t her own 
expense, and unearthed a state of affairs so absolutely 
appalling th at the com m issioners were compelled to re­ 
move many of th e nurses who held their places through 
political deals, and put in th eir places trained nurses, 
and introduced the trained nurse system throughout the 
hospital; and how at the end of the year she le ft the 
hospital with the good will and respect of everyone con­ 
nected w ith it—all theso things are a part of th e history 
of woman's struggle in this 
one 
of 
the 
professions. 
W om en have 
cause to be proud of her and of th e w ork 
she has done w ithout ostentation or thought of future 
reward. 
It was a long call from the crowded hospital, 
filled w ith hostile physicians, nurses and patients, 
to a 
banqueting board surrounded by professional and non- 
professional women of th e very best standing. T h e world 
does move, and thero is nothing th a t proves it more 
clearly than the greater freedom accorded to women to 
be and to do w hatever thing they are fitted for. 


Now comes A dm iral Dewey and by his attorneys 
com plains and alleges th a t the United States governm ent 
has beat him out o f his prize money, due and payable 
on certain captured vessels, other floating property and 
naval stores. 
If .Adm iral Dewey wins out on th is prop­ 
osition Adm iral Sam pson et a!, w ill be the next case on 
the docket. 
It doesn’t sound w ell, but “things lik e this 
m ust alw ays be in every fam ous victory.”

SHALL THE CHRISTIAN SC IEN TISTS B E PERSEC U TED ?

It Is fortunate for the Christian Scientists th a t they are 'living in the twen­ 
tieth century. H ad th is form of religion, or no religion, as the m ajority of peo­ 
ple now believe it to be, m ade its appearance two or three hundred years ago, 
its votaries would undoubtedly have been visited w ith all the bloodthirsty forms 
of persecution which were then inflicted on helpless m inorities, and which in one 
form or another, still survive in m any parts of the world clam ing to be civilized. 
'That the spirit of persecution is not dead is conclusvely shown by the bitter a t­ 
tacks recently made on the Scientists by several clergym en of different denomi­ 
nations. 
“Christian Science is,” said one of them, "blasphem y against God th« 
Fath er, In denying his personality-; against God the Son, in denying his divinity, 
and the reality of his atonem ent for sin, and against the H oly Ghost, In assert­ 
ing: th a t Christian Science Itself is the spirit of God. 
I regard the leaders as 
deliberate enem ies of true religon, and w illful deceivers of those who follow 
them .” There Is not a rellglen on earth against which, a t one tim e or another, 
that indictm ent in letter and spirit was not presented. 
Rom an Catholics, Prnt. 
estants, Jew s, Quakers—all "have passed through the sam e experiences with th« 
horrible accom panim ents of thum bscrews, racks, scaffolds, stakes, faggots, ban- 
ishm ents. Protestations of innocence were of no avail. They only Inflamed th? 
persecuting zealots, whoever they ohanced to be. In the sam e w ay the Christian 
Scientists now declare th a t they do not hold the beliefs attributed to them, and 
denounce the m isrepresentation. Do these asseverations w in them any more favor 
from those interested in condemning them ? 
Not a t all. 
On the contrary, it 
seems to make the hostility toward them more intense. 
Surely this is not tho 
Am erican Christian spirit th at is so vauntingly preached and w ritten about tn 
thousands of pulpits and hundreds of religious publications. 


I am not a Christian Scientist, but I hold It to be the duty of every citizen 
to do all that in him lies toward sustaining and strengthening the principle of 
toleration and freedom of opinion. 
Be Christian Science a "delusion,” a “fad," 
an “im posture,” or w hatever else its opponents assert it is, those th at adhere tn 
it are entitled to fair play, and can believe and practice \Vhat they please, pro. 
vided they do not infringe upon the equal rig hts of others, and obey the law. 
The growth of the “cu lt,” as it is the fashion to term it, is one of the m ost re­ 
m arkable events in religious history, and its progress seems to have only begun. 
In a m arvelously short period of time it has attracted to Itself a very large fol­ 
lowing among persons of wealth, culture and social prominence. Handsome and 
costly places of worship have been erected by its adherents in various cities of 
the union and in England. 
The total value of the church property held by the 
Scientists in the United States is estim ated a t $12,000,000. The num ber of mem­ 
bers Is said to be over 1,000,000. One of the churches in Boston claim s to have the 
largest congregation in the world—between 15,000 and 16,000 persons. 
These fig­ 
ures are startling, and it is not surprising th at the evangelical churches are be­ 
ginning to be alarm ed a t the astonishing increase of the Scientists. 
One dls- 
tnguished divine boldly declares that they m ust be “crushed ou t." 
B u t how’ 
All the lessons of history go to show th at physical force, could it be brought 
into operation under our governm ental system , has had tho effect of swelling 
the numbers of those it was intended to suppress. I t never succeeded anywhere 
in any age, and never will while human nature is constituted as it is a t present. 
A policy of persecution is out of the question. 
The Scientists do not belong to 
the classes upon whom it could be safely attem pted, and the sym pathy th at it 
would inevitably arouse for the victim s of it would be fatal to tho cause advo­ 
cated by its instigators. There m ust be no “crushing out” business in the United 
States. 


A NATIONAL DIVORCE LAW .

The recent decision of the supreme court of the United States, w ith respect 
to the validity of D akota divorces, obtained under certain conditions, forcibly 
calls attention to a question whioh is fundam entally interesting to the wellbeing 
of society, and even the conservation of the state itself. 
In no country in the 
world are there so m any divorces granted annually as in the United States: 
nowhere else w ithin the?palesiefl civilization is the law on this su bject such a 
jum ble of inconsistencies, loopftcfles and subterfuges. The statu tory grounds for 
the dissolution of the m arriage bond are scarcely the sam e in any two states in 
the. union, although a decree legally obtained in any one of them is considered 
as of binding effect in all the others. This is about the only uniform ity connect­ 
ed with the entire wretchedly contrived system . According to the decision that 
has ju st been rendered by tiie highest judicial tribunal in tho country, there are 
numbers of men and women now living together as husband and wife, between 
whom that relation has no legal existence. They comprise that class who were 
illegally divorced in D akota and elsewhere, and who subsequently contracted 
m arriages with other persons. How m any or how few these persons are it would 
be next to impossible to estim ate, but there is no doubt th at they are fa r mor* 
numerous than is desirable. This is not civilization; it is barbarism in a moral 
point of view, and the laws under w hich it is made possible should be swept out 
of the statute books. 


The only adequate remedy for the evils th at necessarily flow from the diverse 
agglom eration of enactm ents on the su bject which are dignified with the name 
of laws, Is to invest the federal courts solely with power to grant divorces. This 
is not a new idea, but It is the best plan that has been suggested to accomplish 
the reform that la becom ing more and more im perative with the rapid increase 
of population. There is no good reason why the grounds on which divorce may 
be obtained should be different In different states. 
In fact there is every reason 
in the world why they should be identical. 
All the states have the sam e socl.nl 
system , the sam e civilization, the sam e interest in the preservation of morals 
the advancem ent and progrese of the race. 
This grant of power cannot, of 
course, be made w ithout an amendment to the federal Constitution, and subse­ 
quent legislation by congress. 
The tim e has passed when the specter of cen­ 
tralization can be successfully raised against such a proposition. 
B y the best 
and m ost thoughtful men and women In the country, the necessity of the reform 
is recognized, and they would heartily support any man or party th at should 
advocated it. W hether the list of causes for divorce should be enlarged or re­ 
stricted is not now the question. 
There will be plenty of time to discuss thnt 
point later on. 
U niform ity is the great desideratum for which all should 
earnestly contend in the interest of the fam ily and the home, the foundation 
stones of the nation. 


The subject is one of transcendent importance. 
Is the prevalence of divorcf" 
a symptom of national decay? 
George Bancroft, in his history of the United 
States, speaking of the New England Puritans, says: “Of divorce I have found 
no exam ple.” 
Gibbon, in discussing the conditions that dragged the Roman 
people down to ruin put these philosophic observations on record on his Imper­ 
ishable pages: 
“W hen the Roman m atrons became the legal and voluntary com­ 
panions of their lords, a new jurisprudence was Introduced, th at m arriage, Ilk» 
other partnerships, m ight be dissolved by the abdication of one of the associates- 
In three centuries of prosperity and corruption this principle was enlarged to 
frequent practice and pernicious a,buse.” 
Space lim itations forbid the extension 
of the quotation. It will be found In chapter 44. In it is contained a great lesson. 
Shall we learn it? 


DAYS IN AMERICAN HISTORY.

In commemoration of the stirring incidents of the 19th day of April, the leg­ 
islature of M assachusetts has declared th at day in every year a legal holiday. 
The New England society and its branches everywhere throughout the union 
celebrate the anniversary of the b attle of Lexington by giving a dinner, at 
which speakers contribute to the occasion by rehearsing some of the scenes of 
those eventful times. 


Concord, Lexington, B u nker Hill, Dorchester H eights, are in the United 
States, although some people are inclined to grant the Bostonians’ claim that 
they are only suburbs of Boston. 
No one should waive contem ptuously aside 
these jealous pretensions; indeed, Boston is to be not only respected, but ad­ 
mired, for her desire to absorb into herself the sacred soil and the deeds done 
on it by her patriot sons of 1776. Yet. in spite of resistance, those states which 
have sprung up w est of the Alleghanies since the crack of the farm er’s rifle 
warned the red-coats the soil of Am erica had its defenders, should claim their 
right to celebrate the deeds of valor done by the sons of the revolution, Irre­ 
spective of place. The environm ents of Boston, of New York, of Philadelphia, of 
Charleston, are the corner-stones of the nation, dyed w ith the blood of a nation’s 
defenders and laid for all time. It is becoming, therefore, for all lovers of this 
union to celebrate any event they m ay select. 


P atriotic societies, Sons of the Revolution, D aughters of the Revolution, Col­ 
onial Dames, and others, are doing much for posterity by erecting commemora­ 
tive tablets as landm arks to perpetuate the memory of historic sites. I t would 
be more than well if these societies would resolve to hold certain days in each 
year as sacred In the national calendar and celebrate some m em orable incident- 
Subscription dinners would be well attended, and carefully-chosen speakers 
would increase not only the love of country, b u t love for our country’s history. 


New England has furnished nearly all our historians, and w ith New Eng­ 
land conservatism they have not very liberally scattered the honors beyond New 
England men. Schuyler, of New York, is made to cut a sorry figure by Bancroft, 
and praise Is stlntedly dealt out to the heroes of Georgia and the Carolines. 


W hat Concord proved to Howe’s men under P itcairn , Cowpens proved to 
Cornwallis’ men under Tarleton. 
M assachusetts can w ith pride point out the 
road from Charlestown, through Som erville, to Arlington, Lexington and Con­ 
cord—a distance of 14 miles—and declare It w as the first blow, leading to the 
evacuation of Boston. B u t the Carolinas can trace a, trail of blood and a line of 
smoking ruins, of shelterless fam ilies, of murdered p atriots of o v er 300 m iles to 
Cowpens. Nay, in pride the Georgians and Carolinian® m ay say th a t 'the resist­ 
ance at Cowpens directly contributed to the surrender of Cornwallis and the 
capture of Yorktown. And New Y ork m ay well point to Saratoga, to the monu­ 
m ental battleground and to the place where Burgoyne gave up h is sword. New 
Jersey to Trenton and Monmouth, and Pennsylvania to V alley Forge. 


Our national history needs reviving, and patriotic societies in uie different 
states would do well to take a lesson from M assachusetts and celebrate national 
days. 
I f not, 100 years hence the sm all boy will be tau ght th a t A m erica was 
settled by the company of the Mayflower, who landed on PJymouth'. Rock, and 
th a t K ing George lOBt his Am erican possessions through the resistance of Mas­ 
sachusetts farm ers under George W ashington and an able statesm an, by tlw 
nam e o f Jo h n Adams.

And the sojourn of Juan Rodriguez 
Cabrillo, the first w hite explorer to sail 
into this tranquil blue bay of whom we 
have any authentic account, and whom 
the San Diegans of today honor as the 
discoverer 
of 
the 
harbor, was even 
shorter. 
Cabrillo 
rem ained 
but 
six 
days. 
So the Spanish expedition of 
1769 was the first attem pt at a settle­ 
ment, and for a time this seemed des­ 
tined for failure. 
The vessel San An­ 
tonio, which brought one division of 
the expedition to San Diego, having 
returned to lower California for as- 
sistance and supplies, was so long ab ­ 
sent th a t Portala, the governor, feared 
starvation. 
He therefore told Father 
Serra th a t if the San Antonio were not 
sighted by M arch 20, the expedition 
should return south overland. 
Serra, 
greatly distressed, prayed with much 
fervor that he m ight not be obliged to 
leave w ith his work not even begun; 
and his prayers seemed answ ered, for 
on the very day fixed as P o rtala’s lim ­ 
it, the vessel hove in sight. 
Serra, in 
his gratitude vowed that the annivers­ 
ary of this day should be observed by 
him till the day of his death. 


San Diego was founded July 16, ITS'J. 
and m ass w as first celebrated in an 
inclosure of reeds, 
and 
the mission 
bells were suspended from a tree. 


The Spanish governm ent consented 
to the establishm ent 
of 
missions in 
upper California by 
the Franciscan 
monks, expecting these missions would 
serve as nuclei for future villages, and 
cities which should be settled by Span­ 
ish em igrants. 
The term s of the con­ 
tra c t perm itted the Franciscans to pos­ 
sess the mission properties and their 
revenues for 10 years, after which they 
were to revert to the Spanish crown. 
B ut in point of fact the padres re- \ 
mained in undisturbed possession for jn I 
years. 
The first mission was located ' 
near the m outh of the San Diego river, 
but five or six years later was re­ 
moved six miles further inland, still 
near this willow-bordered stream .

About a month after the arrival of 
the expedition the Spaniards were a t­ 
tacked by Indians w ith bows and a r ­ 
rows. but only one of their num ber was 
killed; while the guns of the mission 
soldiers soon put the attacking party 
to 
llight, 
with 
several 
slain 
and 
wounded. 


The 
gentle 
persistence 
of 
F ather 
Serra and 
his eo-adjutors succeeded 
not 
only 
in 
restoring peace, but in 
m aintaining it for about six years; a t 
the end of which 
time 
the Indians, 
aroused by the conversion and baptism 
of 60 of their number, fell upon the 
mission and burned it, killing one of 
the padres. Luis Jaim e, the blacksm ith 
and the carpenter. Undismayed by this 
catastrophe, 
F ather 
Serra 
and 
his 
brethren set about rebuilding the m is­ 
sion, this time in a better location; and 
by their unvarying gentleness and for­ 
bearance again 
pacified 
the natives. 
G radually the Indians came more and 
more under the Influence of the fathers, 
and were submissive and obedient, per­ 
form ing various kinds of labor, and 
learning different trades. 


The original plan had included the 
founding of but three missions, one at 
San Diego, another a t M onterey and a 
third a t a point midway between these 
two. 
And even the building of three 
missions, at. this time, in a country pre­ 
viously uninhabited, except by Indians, 
w ith wood and stone, unhewn and nn- 
quarried in the m ountains 30 miles and 
in some cases fiO miles distant, was a 
stupendous undertaking; and when it 
is remembered that this work was ac­ 
complished with unskilled workmen, 
savages who learned to make bricks, 
who carried tim ber on their shoulders 
through a wilderness down the m oun­ 
tain sides to the sea shore, from which 
to m ake rafters fur these churches and 
d w e l l i n g s , i t is a .siliy u liu ' i n c o U s i s l t 'I H > 
on the part of civilized man, that. In 
view of these m onum ents to the indus­ 
try of the Indians, as well as to the 
zeal and enterprise 
of 
the 
Spanish 
priests, he should still reiterate that 
the Indian is incapable of being civi­ 
lized. It looks like there was som ething 
rotten outside of D enm ark. 
Certainly 
the tim ber was 
not 
rotten, nor the 
bricks of inferior quality. 
These m is­ 
sions were for m any years the only 
hostelries 
on 
the 
toast, 
and 
th 1 
churches, which were built of stone 
and brick, survive today in some in­ 
stances in a state of good preservation: 
and even where they arc but a ruin the 
arches and pillars bear testim ony to 
their architectural harm ony and excel 
lent w orkm anship. It is said that these 
h ard -burnt brick will even today turn 
the edge of the finest trowel. 
When 
a tree w as felled in the m ountains, a f­ 
ter the branches were cut off, it was 
placed upon the shoulders of a line of 
Indians, blessed by the father in charge 
of the work, and from that time until 
it reached the building site, it never 
touched the ground, being passed from 
one relay of Indians to another. 
While 
the men were engaged in the work of 
constructing the missions, the women 
were tau g h t to spin, weave and sew. 
A griculture, cattle raising, and prim i­ 
tive 
m anufactures, 
such 
as 
woolen 
mills, wood working and 
l»!ai ksn;i::; 
shops, furnished others with employ­ 
ment. Many thousands of Indians u lti­ 
m ately took up their abode near the 
missions, perform ing their w ork-under 
the direction of the padres, and becom­ 
ing in a certain sense their vassals. At 
the San Diego mission a cactus hedge I

of half a mile in length still ^grows ju st 
w here It was planted in th e'carly days 
of the mission. The olive trees planted 
by the fathers still bear fruit, and the 
mission olives have the reputation of 
being: second to none on the m arket. 
Besides the trades which the Indians 
learned, some of them were taught to 
read, some to sing, and others to play 
upon various musical instrum ents. 


Today there is a school for Indian 
children 
in 
close proxim ity 
to 
the 


conducted by a Catholic sisterhood, 
where the visitor may inspect, and buy 
if he choose, articles of needle work 
done by the pupils. They are especially 
expert at draw n-w ork, and fine speci­ 
mens are on exhibition 
The sister m 
charge showed us the chapel and v ari­ 
ous rooms in the school, and gave an 
interesting account of the work. 
Shv 
said 
the children are usually 
very 
bright and docile. 


Opposite the school, near the old olive 
orchard, and shaded by mammoth pep­ 
per trees, is a little c o ttile when* sou­ 
venirs of olive wood are for sale. 


The tields of Mexican beans are an 
im portant part of the ranch production, 
amd used to form the basis of the m is­ 
sion bill of fare. 
The rem nant of In­ 
dians who now live in the m ountains in 
San Diego county depend upon these 
beans largely for food, and refuse to 
work where they are not furnished this, 
daily necessity. 
Poor native sons of 
the soil! 
They are perm itted to cam!* 
upon Die Santa Isabel ranch, but not 
to till a foot of ground for their own 
use. And yet this ranch contains more 
than lT.U'M 
of the best grazing 


land In th** countv that one- belonged 
to the ancestors of these victims uf civ­ 
ilization. 


From the pavilion three miles north 
of the present city, o\eiiooking Mission

F ath er Juniperro S en a solved the la­ 
bor problem so effectually th at during 
a period of half a century there wei - 
but two insurrections am ong these sav­ 
ages. 
He had fewer com plications to 
settle than the president of the Car* 
negie iron and steel works has had l»> 
settle during th'» past decade. 
After 
the first six years we hear of no fu r­ 
ther hostilities at San Dieco. 


This man walked slowly and painful­ 
ly. because of a diseased limb, from the 
bay of San Dieg-o to the hay of M onte­ 
rey. a distance of m any hundred miles, 
through a country unexplored, and in­ 
habited only by native tribes of In­ 
dians; and on the third da> of J u n e , 
1770, the second mission w as founded.

' O MORE attractiv e site for a 
city could be im agined than 
the one occupied by Salida, 
Colorado. 


A beautiful, broad valley, w ith a 
level surface, extends in the very heart 
of the m ountains. 
To the north and 
east are high hills rising from the very 
edge of the city, while more distant, to 
the west, rise the serried peaks of the 
m ain range, a t this season of the year 
covered w ith unspotted snow fields. 
Seven great peaks, each one higher 
than fam ous Pike's, rise in full view 
of the city, and a score of lesser sum ­ 
m its add to the charm of the scene. 
Ouray, Shavano, A ntero and Princeton 
are some of these sum m its th a t are 
a source of delight to visitors. 


Ju st opposite the railw ay station, and 
rising 617 feet above the platform , is 
Lookout or Tenderfoot hill, from which 
a view m ay be had th a t is unsurpassed 
for beauty and grandeur.

These 
give an abundance of w ater, both for

squares.

school, a large graded school house, 
and several churches, two of the latter 
being of recent construction.

Salida is one of the most im portant 
railw ay centers of the state and the 
large payroll there form s a solid foun­ 
dation for its prosperity. 
The very 
notable increase in railroad business 
in the past few m onths has had an 
evident effect upon the city's business, 
and everything is now on a most pros­ 
perous footing. 


Around the city, in the encircling 
m ountains, are 
m ineral 
resources of 
great value and variety. 
Gold, copper 
and silver regions alternate and com­ 
bine throughout the entire circuit, and 
several of the camps are already not­ 
ed. 
Ju st a t present, attention seems 
chiefly directed tow ards the T urret 
district, which Is situated some nine 
miles to the northeast. 
A m ost en­ 
couraging showing has already been 
made, and one of the mines is ready 
to. bejrin regular shipm ents. 
The Sa­ 
lida districts offer a most promising 
field for Investm ent, and w ith the ex­ 
penditure of a reasonable am ount of 
capital satisfactory returns would be 
practically assured. 


As a business field, a s a region for 
investm ent, or as a city w ith ex tra­ 
ordinary charm s for the pleasure-seek- 
e r.a n d th e slght-seer.

•Rafield on Pike's Peak avenue and 
asked to see some pants. He was shown 
several garments < and 'finally selected 
a pair the price of which, was $6. He 
produced a postal money-order, for $30 
and Mr. Rafleld authorized the cashier 
to accept it, the purchaser being given 
the difference, $24. A few 
moments 
later a man entered the-clothing store 
of Alex. Reibaheid at 13 E. Huerfano 
street and asked to see some pants. 
He was shown several pairs of pants 
and several suits of clothes, and finally 
he was persuaded 4o purchase a full 
suit for which he was ;to pay $16, He 
produced a postal money-order for $30 


and was given $16 which he took away 
with the suit of clothes. 
Testerday morning Mr. Raflcld and

Over 10,000 people were packed 
Into the square when the president 
was Introduced by Mayor Williams. In 
responne to the cheers which greeted 
him, the president made the flrst really 
notable speech of his trip. 


His theme was "The Bwlstless Power 
of a Great, United People," and the 
speech was delivered in his best vein. 
When he referred, In closing, to the 
nobld record of the Tennessee volun- 
teers In the Spanish and Philippines 
wars, Gov. McMIllIn led the cheering.

The Cubans Asked for Concessions 


Along Economic Lines Pending 


Political Settlement. 


•Washington, April 27.—The Cuban 


.delegation completed its labor In Wash- 
ington today. In the morning the dele- 
gates met Secretary Root who escort- 
ed them to the White House where they 
had a final and decisive talk with the 
president. Then they paid visits of 
courtesy to each of the officials whom 
they have met and finally they started 
for New York at U o'clock tonight, 
homeward bound. They will sail for 
Havana Wednesday. 
The proceedings at the White House 
•were Interesting and Important Senor 
Capote acted as spokesman. He thank- 
ed the president for the many courte- 
1 lies shown them which they accepted 
as expressions of good will to the Cu- 
ban people. He Invited the president to 


• visit Cuba to sea for himself the condi- 
tions tn the Island and learn from con- 
tact with the Inhabitants of the love 
and affection which the Cubans have 
for the United States and their ap- 
preciation of what it has done for them 
in their struggle for freedom. Benor 
•Capote asked the president to do some- 
thing for the Cubans on an economical 
line and especially, tn the matter of re- 
ciprocal trade relations. He said that 
ilt was especially* desirable 
to have 
something of this kind done before the 
next crop was harvested In order that 
the Cubans might see the advantage to 
them of close political and economic re- 
lations with the United States. •' 
•• 
In reply the president said It was Im- 
possible to settle, the economic ques- 
tions until the political questions were 
disposed ofj 
Hejjtoid- 'the 
delegates 
to first foim their government and then 
they would be in a position to enter 
into negotiations with 
the United 
States as to trade relations, 
Senor Capote responded' that some- 
thing ought to be done while the Cuban 
government was forming. He thought 
that while the United States was ex- 
ercising; control there might be ar- 
rangements perfected similar to thono 
under contemplation by the secretary 
of war in 1808, when the government 
passed under control pf ..the united 
'States. 
: 


He told the president that the Cuban 
republic did not wish to be born in 
poverty and rags, and if It could not be 
, wealthy It would at least prefer to 


Die In prosperous conditions 
or with prosperous conditions Imme- 
diately before them. 
• The president again reverted to the 
fact that under the present conditions 


as the secretary of war had advised 
them, he did not see how it waa pos- 
sible to settle any economic questions 
before the Cuban government was 
formed. He would appoint commission- 
ers Immediately after a government 
was organized to negotiate with similar 
commissioners from the Cuban govern- 
ment for reciprocal relations, and he 
believed that the United States would 
be ready to deal In a manner which 
would be beneficial to both countries. 
He thanked the delegation for the invi- 
tation to visit the Islands and told 
them to assure the Cuban people of his 
friendly Interest In them and his de- 
sire to see them contented and pros- 
perous. 


Senor Capote, speaking to Secretary 
Root, expressed the hope that in the 
Interviews that had been held he had 
said nothing, In tils earnestness In ar- 
gument, which was in any way offen- 
sive. The secretary replied that, on the 
contrary, he highly appeclated the ar. 
guments of Benor Capote and bis 
knowledge of the questions had In- 
creased his admiration and respect for 
the legal abilities and keenness of the 
Cuban people. 


The delegates then shook hands with 
the .president and' departed. 
.rGnneral Capote later said to an As- 
sociated Press .representative: 
"We have completed our business 
here. We have hag t^o, Interviews with 
the president and .four with the secre- 
tary of war, during which all the mat- 
ters we came to discuss had the fullest 
and most minute consideration. We 
came to consider the relations between 
Cuba and the United States, and these, 
both political and economical, have had 
the most careful attention. We return 
to. Cuba and will deliver to the con- 
stitutional convention all the Informa- 
tion we have obtained, information 
which Is highly Important and Inter- 
esting." 


General Capote spoke In high terms 


of Secretary Root. He said that the 
questions were of national Importance 
and the conferences were conducted 
with the care that the serious matters 
under consideration demanded. 
General Wood also left tonight for 
Florida whence he will sail on a gov- 
ernment Vessel for Cuba. Mrs. Wood, 
who came on with the governor gen- 
eral to visit her sister, who was for- 
merly Miss Condlt Smith, and whom 
she had not se*n since the tatter's ex- 
perience In Peking during the siege 
there, returned with h*r husband.

TEXT OF THE OPINION IN 


Washington, D. C., April 25<—The fol- 


lowing is the text of the opinion ren- 
dered by Judge Willis Van Defariter, 
assistant attorney general for the In- 
terior department, in the appeal of 
Thomas F. Walsh In the matter, of 
mineral entry for the Zephyr and 
Divide lode mining claims, synopsis of 
which appeared in the telegraphic dis- 
patches to The Gazette at the time the 
decision was rendered. 
The decision 


Is of wide-spread Importance. In the 
mining regions of the United States as 
it •stablUhes several principles of 
mining law heretofore uncertain. The 
opinion, which is In the form of a 
communication to the commissioner of 
the general land office, is as followd: 
the department has considered the 
appeal of Thomas F. Walsh from the 
decision of your office dated Decem- 
ber 1, 1900. in the matter of mineral 
entry No. 1579, made by him January 
9, 1900, for the Zephyr and Divide lode 
mining claims, survey No. 12876. Mont- 
rose, Colorado, land district. . , 
, 
Among the proofs to be submitted 
with an application for patent to a 
lode mining calm It Is required by sec- 
tion aaas or the Revised Statutes that— 
The claimant at the time of filing 
this application, or at. any time there- 
after, within the sixty days of publica- 
tion, shall flle with the register a, cer- 
tificate of the United States surveyor- 
general 
that 
five hundred dollars' 
worth of labor has been expended or 
Improvements made upon the claim, by 
himself or grantors. 
, 
. , . 


To satisfy such requirement in this' 
case there were credited by the sur- 
vevor-general to the Zephyr olaini cer- 
tain Improvements thereon valued at 
$285, and tq the Divide, likewise, others 
valued at ISTO; and as an Improvement 
common to both claims 150 feet, of a 
certain tumnel, the portion credited be- 
ing valued at $1,500. It appearing that 
other portions of 
the same tunnol 


(which was ov»r 1,700 feet long at the 
time of tjie said survey No. 12876. in 
October, 1868) had 
been credited to 
certain other lode mining claims, also 
entered by Mr. Walsh, your office de* 
dined to allow any part of, the value 
of the said tunnel to be credited -to- 
ward the required expenditure for eith- 
er the Zephyr or the Divide • claim1. 
and held the entry thereof for cancel' 
lation, giving Its reasons therefor in 
the language following: 
In case of the Copper Glance lode, 
supra, the Honorable Secretary of the 
Interior held as follows: 
"Labor or Improvements Intended for 


the common benefit of several non- 
contiguous mining cairns cannot be ap- 
portioned to the different claims )n 
satisfaction of the required expendi- 
ture thereon, for the reason that to 
do so would be to credit each claim 
with an expenditure made In part-for 
the benefit of other claims, not as- 
sociated therewith, as claims held In

Walsh, and two at least having not yet 
been surveyed. 
It must therefore be held that un- 
der the provision of departmental de- 
cision' cited the said tunnel cannot be 
ipplled to the various claims men- 
loned as a mining Improvement meet- 
ng the requirements • of the Statute.

visions of the mining laws In any way 
bearing upon the question are those re- 
lating to the matter of expenditure In 
labor or improvements required annu- 
ally until entry, upon or for the bene- 
fit of all mining claims. As, obviously 
whatever may be credited as labor or 
Improvements toward meeting the re- 
quirement relative to annual expendi- 
ture may also be credited toward the 
expenditure required to bo shown by 
section 2325 as a condition precedent 
to the entry and patenting of a mining 
claim, It follows that the provisions 
of the law. relating to annual expen- 
diture, and the decisions of the courts 
construing or interpreting such pro- 
visions, may properly bo resorted to 
to determine what expenditure In la- 
bor and improvements may be credited 
to such a claim or olaims under that 
section. 


These provisions relating to annual 


expenditure are found In section 2324 of 
the Revised Statutes and the amend- 
ment thereto of February U, 1870, (18 
Stat., 315), and read, respectively, as 
follows: 
,,. "On each claim located after the 10th 
day of May, 1872, and until a patent 
has been Issued therefor, not less than 
$100 worth of labor shall be performed 
op Improvements made during each 
year. On all' claims located prior to 
the 10th day of Maj>, 1872, $10 worth of 
labor shall be performed or Improve- 
ments made by the 10th day of June, 
1874, and each year thereafter, for each 
.100 feet In length along the vein until 
a patent has been issued therefor; but 
where such claims are held In common, 
such expenditure may be made upon 
any one claim. (Sec, 2324, n, s.) 
"That Sec. 2324 of the Revised Stat- 


utes be, and the 
same 
Is hereby, 


amended so that where- a person or 
company has or may run a tunnel for 
th* purpose of developing a lode or 
.lodes, owned by said person or com- 
pany, the money so expended in said 
tunnel shall be taken and considered 
as expended on said lode or laden, 
whether located prior to or since the 
passage of said act; and such person 
or company shall not be required to 
perform work on the surface of said 
lode or lodes In order to hold tho same 
as required by said act. (Act Febru- 
ary 11,1876.)" 


It Is well settled by the decisions of 
the courts, construing the provisions 
Just quoted, that where, as In the case 
at bar,, the same person or company 
owns several contiguous mining claims 
capable of being advantageously work- 
ed together, the one general system has 
been adopted for the purpose of de- 
veloping them all, the value of the work 
done and Improvements made annual- 
ly for their development pursuant to 
such system, whether done on only one 
of the Qlalms or outside of all of them, 
is .available toward meeting tho re- 
quirement as to annual expenditure for 
the several claims (Mt. Diablo M.& M. 
Co. vs. Calllson, 5 Saw., 439, 457—17 
P.ed. Cas., 818, 986; Jupiter M. Co. vs. 
Bodle Cons. M. Co., 11 Fed. Rep., 668, 
672; Smelting Co. vs. Kemp, 104 U, S. 
636, 653; Jaokson vs. Roby, 109 U. S., 
440, 444; Chambers vs. Harrington, 111 
U. S. 350, 363; Book vs. Justice M. Co., 
58 Fed. Rep.. 106, 117; Gird vs. Cali- 
fornia Oil Co., 60 Fed. Rep., 631, 541; 
Rbyston Vs. Miller, 76 Fed. Rep., 60; 
and Justice Min. Co. vs. Barclay, 82 
Fed. Rep., 664, 560). It follows from 
what has been said that the value of 
such work and improvements is also 
available .toward meeting the require- 
ment of Seo. 2126 relative to expendi- 
ture of $590 for each of such claims 
And this is true, likewise, of all work

THE EASTMAN CASE. 


TRIAL that promises to rank with the causes 


celebres in criminal jurisprudence was begun 
last Monday in the criminal court of East Cam- 
bridge, Massachusetts. 


The defendant is an instructor in zoology at Harvart 


university and the charge against hinr is that of having 
murdered his brother-in-law, Richard H. Grogan, Jr. 
at the latter's home on the fourth of last July. 


The defendant is 34 y.ears old and the deceased brother- 


in-law was 29. Both men belonged to good families and 
were of excellent standing in the community. 


The following from the Boston Herald gives a brief 


but accurate synopsis of the case up to the time of trial: 


The story has an interesting prologue. The 


defendant and the deceased married sisters— 
daughters of the late Alvan Clark, the famous 
lens maker. The former is an instructor in zool- 
ogy at Harvard. The latter was a graduate of 
Harvard, and succeeded his father-in-law in busi- 
ness. Both were young men—Grogan 29, and 
Eastman 34. 


On the Fourth of July Mr. and Mrs. Eastman 


and their child were the guests of the Grogans 
at dinner. In the afternoon the brothers-in-law 
went down to the river, which flows near by, and 
watched the swimming races. Then they went back 
to the Grogan place and began to shoot at a tar- 
get. In the midst of this diversion, Grogan stag- 
gored to the side of Ms house and fell, mortally 
wounded. 


Eastman rushed to his assistance. Without 


hesitation he admitted the shooting, but claimed 
that the pistol he held was accidentally discharged. 
Grogan at that time made some remark to the 
effect that his brother-in-law had murdered him. 
This was heard by two or throe persons. 


Eastman was arrested and brought before 


Judge Almy of the Cambridge district court. After 
a hearing the judge discharged the prisoner on 
the ground that there was not sufllcient evidence 
to show probable cause. But that did not end the 
matter. It was taken before the grand Jury last 
October, was discussed in greater detail, and the 
result was tho indictment to which Eastman was 
called upon to plead .yesterday. 


This was a remarkable situation, but not more 


so than the conditions which led up to it. There 
is no contention that the two men quarrelled that 
afternoon. On the contrary, their relations seemed 
to be exceedingly pleasant. Even Mrs. Grogan 
seemed to be willing to accept Eastman's explana- 
tion at par value. It Is said that she still adheres 
to her original estimate. 


Grogan's family, however, took quite another 


view of the case, and their representations have 
stimulated the Cambridge police and the district 
attorney to fresh endeavors. 


The motive actuating the deed is one of the 


features of the case which has not yet developed. 
It Is a secret which the prosecuting officers have 
kept very closely. But now that the Jury has been 
impaneled, it can do no harm to state that, judg- 
ing from some of the witnesses who have been 
summoned, the government will try to show that, 
although the exterior relations between the two 
men on that particular day were apparently pleasi. 
ant, there did exist a deep and long-cherished 
loeUng of animosity.. 


Furthermore, the presence of some experts in. 


firearms Indicates that there may be,some testi- 
mony as to whether the pistol held by Eastman 
fired the shot which killed Grogan, and whether 
it was possible for him to have stood in the posi- 
tion he says he stood when the pistol was dis- 
charged. 


All of these things were considered by the 


grand Jury which presented the indictment. They 
are to be considered by the trial Jury also. Hero 
the question will be considered in all its breadth 
of detail, and here, to all intents and purposes, 
.the "Eastman case" opens. 
Some of tho most interesting and intricate criminal 


ases in legal history have been tried in New England. 
Eastman Is not the first instructor in Harvard university 
o be tried on the charge of murder. 


In 1849 Professor John White Webster was indicted, 


onvicted and hanged for the murder of Dr. George Park- 
lam. He was convicted solely on circumstantial evl- 
lence but afterward made a full confession of the crime. 


He killed Dr. Parkham in his laboratory in Harvard, 


hen treated portions of the body with chemicals and 
indertook to burn the whole of it in his furnace. 
The 


eetu and other portions of the cadaver were found in 
he furnace and it was chiefly on expert testimony with 
>eterence to them that Prof. Webster was convicted. 


The Eastman trial is attracting a great deal of at- 


entlon in New England and more in other sections of 
he country than any other recent criminal trial. 


The rulings of tho court during the past two days 


have been quite favorable to the defendant and it will 
not be surprising if the prosecution falls to produce 
enough legal evidence to warrant his conviction, even upon 
he state's own showing. 


The defense will probably be quite strong as tke de- 


endant is represented by "some of the ablest attorneys 
n New England. 


THE WALL STREET BOOM. 


T 


HE largest volume of business ever done, on Wall 


street was that of last week. The sales went 
up to 10,013,025 shares and sales of bonds amount- 
ed to $33,527,300 against $19,430,000 during -the 


previous week, which up to that time had been a record 
ireaker. 


Ono year ago the stock sales were 3,762,560 shares 


and bond sales $12,049,700 and tho whole country was of 
he opinion that we wero having a dangerous stock boom 
at that time. 


The present movement on Wall street Is without pre- 


:edent and it is viewed with alarm in conservative circles. 


Tho general tendency of all stocks has been steadily 


upward. The average prices of 20 representative railway 
stocks, according to the Wall Street Journal, was as 
ollows:

That is one reason why on the whole so little 


is said In Wall street now, regarding tho excesses 
ol the market. A poll of the men in the financial 


community whose opinions are of any value, from 
the highest government officer to the smallest 
banker, would result in unanimity of opinion that 
prices are at a dangerous level, and that the future 
has a reckoning in store. But bankers and pub- 
lic officers dislike to incur the odium of helping a 
break !n stocks; brokers do not wish to lose cus- 
tomers by advising against speculation on which 
the customer Is determined; experienced invest- 
ors, whether engaged in "syndicates" or not, are 
ready to endure a market which adds to the chance 
of selling out profitably. Meanwhile the general 
public, in and out of Wall street, has so far iden- 
tified the boom in stocks with the country's pros- 
perity that they regard disapproval of the one as 
an attempt to undermine tho other. 
The Springfield Republican comments-upon the sub-

country seems to be concentrating in New York 
to stay and stimulate the movement, in inflated 
Ing speculation based thereon.

funds, as the controller of the currency's returns 
of two months ago indicated, are being loaned to 
New York to an extent that arrests general finan- 
cial attention. The secretary, of the treasury, 
through bond purchases, Is turning back into that 
market his surplus revenue collections, and-thus 
is being maintained a fairly easy money market 
in the face of extraordinary speculative demands. 
From the interior and the treasury the New York 
banks gained $6,500,000 in cash last week, and an 
inexplicable decrease in loans of nearly. $9,000,000 
at the same time enables the banks to report an 
increase in surplus reserves for the week of $6,893.- 
900. Call money frequently touched 6 per cent, but 
closed at 4it, against 2% per cent a year ago. Thus 
no serious monetary pinch is Immediately in sight 
to disturb boom calculations.

The1 general business situation IB without ma- 


terial change. Failures are way below even the 
low record of a year ago—liabilities for two .weeks 
of April, according to Dun, aggregating only 
$2,493,975, against $4,917,920 In the same time last 
year. Some little check is reported to the ex- 
pansion in the iron and steel market, or is thought 
to bo noticeable. There is no improvemenfto speak 
of in the dry goods trade or the textile manu- 
facturing situation, where efforts to curtail pro- 
duction continue. Heavy snow or rain throughout 
the country east of the Rocky mountains has in- 
terfered with spring trade and caused considerable 
damage to railroads and crops in many places. The 
tremendous bank clearings reflect speculative rath- 
er than trade activity. At'New York they are 
about 100 per cent above the high figures of a year 
ago, but for the country outside of New York the 
increase is between 10 and 30 per cent for the past 
two weeks.

The trade, industrial and crop reports all point to 


a-maintenance ot high prices and the more sanguine 
speculators say that good dividends can be paid upon 
nearly'allstdck's at the present values. 


Those who are bulling the market expect. at least 


four years more of uninterrupted prosperity and that class 
of speculators seems to be largely ijn .the majority. There 
are very few serious notes of warning from any. source 
and the outlook for high prices and a good, market seems 
:o bo quite favorable for some time yet. '.

A NEW CONFESSION OF FAITH. 


T 


HE Presbyterian church is going to revise. Its 


creed. This is the unanimous decision of a 
committee appointed to outline certain changes 
in line with the expressed wishes of many con- 


gregations of that faith. The leading points set forth 
in the report that will be submitted to the synod which 
meets in Philadelphia the middle of next month are as 
follows: 


"First—That the returns indicate that the 


church desires some change in its credal state- 
ment. 
. 
. 


"These returns indicate that a plurality of 


the presbyteries desired that changes should be 
made by some new statement of present doctrines. • 


"The returns also Indicate a desire upon the 


part of many, presbyteries for some revision of 
the present confession, especially in chapter 3, 
chapter 10, section 3; chapter 16, section 7; chap- 
ter 22, section 3; chapter 26, section 6, with addi- 
tional statement concerning the love of God for 
all • men, for missions. In view of these facts, 
we recommend that a commission as provided 
by the form of government, chapter 23, section 
3, be appointed by this assembly. 


"We recommend that this committee be in- 


. 
structed.to prepare a brief summary of the re- 
formed faith, bearing th« same relation to the 
confession which the shorter catechism bears to 
. the larger catechism. 


"This summary is hot to be a substitute for 


the confession, and Is not to affect the terms 
of subscription but to vindicate and clear the doc- • 
trines of the church from all false aspersions 
and misconceptions." 
Fifty years ago this announcement would have been 


regarded as the beginning of tho end. The creed was 
looked upon as a matter of divine inspiration, if not 
direct revelation, from which not one letter could be taken 
away or added without blasphemy. 


Creeds are by no means so vital as they once were. 


A few articles will answer. The two great command- 
ments, upon which hang all the law and the prophets 
are-sufllcient without many variations or wldespreading 
ramifications. 


This does not imply a weakening in religious faith, 


a letting down of the bars, or that worldllnesj is sap- 
ping the life of the church and establishing a league be- 
between God and Mammon. It means a process of broad- 
ening put in the minds of men, a spirit of more rev- 
erence and less certainty that any man, or body of men, 
has ever been able with finite minds to comprehend the 
infinite. ,The most significant recommendation Is that 
there is to be an "additional statement concerning t 
love of God for men." 


Truly, it .is only as we come to believe more and 


more In the brotherhood of man that the Fatherhood 
of God makes itself manifest. No one can know what 
is foreordained for him; we cannot guess our predes- 
tined end or way; we do not know even that the end 
is predestined. These things have been matters of con- 
troversy for years and years, and might be until the 
predestined end of the world Is reached. It is safer for 
Christian people to leave these questions alone. Why 
accentuate points of dissension when they can unite In 
saying— 


"For the thoughts of God are broader 


Than the measures ot man's mind. 


And the heart of the Eternal 
' 


Is most Wonderfully kind." 


A WOMAN'S BANQUET.

There was plenty of good spirits, but it was of another 
kind. 


Dr. Zakrzewska Is a Polish woman, who will celebrate 


her fiftieth anniversary as a practlclhg physician next 
year. The story of her early struggles, and those of 
other women who wished to enter the profession of 
medicine sounds like the naratlve of a bad dream.from 
the dark.ages. It is. hard ,to believe that any woman 
could have the indignities put upon her that have:been 
meted out to women, who sought to enter the prpfessions, 
and that within the memory of many, not the oldest in- 
habitants.

Dr. Mary Elizabeth Bates acted as toastmaster, and 


was most happy in her introductions. She could have 
told a story-herself of hardship and injustice, much more 
reeent than that of the pioneers in medicine. When she 
graduated In medicine she .took the examination for the 
position of interne of the Cook county (Chicago) hps- 
pltal, together with a great number of men studjen'ti. 
To the horror of tHe examining board, and the shame 
and chagrin of her competitors she was so unmistakably 
their superior that there .was no choice in the matter, 
and'It seemed as If she must have the position. Then 
the gentlemen cast 
about in their minds to find some 


way by which to rob ,her of the place she had earned, 
and discovered an obsolete law which required the board 
of county commissioners to ratify the appointment. Every 
effort was brought to bear to prevent them from doing 
so, 
but when it came to one vote, It was decided by 


that of a man whose wife was a physician, and Dr. Bates, 
not then of age, became Interne In that great hospital.' 
How she was hazed by the gallant male students; how 
she refused to give her tormentors up to justice; how 
she put a woman detective in the hospital at her own 
expense, and unearthed a state of affairs so absolutely 
appalling that the commissioners were compelled to re- 
move many of the nurses who held their places through 
political deals, and put in their places trained nurses, 
and introduced the trained nurse system throughput the 
hospital; and how at the end of the year she left the 
hospital with the good will and respect of everyone con- 
nected with it—all theso things are a part of the history 
of woman's struggle in this one of -the professions. 
Women have :. cause to be.proud of her and of the work 
she has done without ostentation or thought of future' 
reward. It was a long call from, the crowded^ hospjtil, 
filled with hostile physicians, nurses and patients, tp a 
banqueting board surrounded by professional and non- 
pi ofesslonal women of the very best standing. The world 
does move, and there Is nothing that proves It more 
clearly than tho greater freedom accorded to women to 
be and to do whatever thing they aie fitted for.

SHALL THE CHRISTIAN SCIENTISTS BE PERSECUTED?

It is fortunate for the Christian Scientists that they are -living in the twen- 


tieth century. Had this form of religion, or no religion, as'the majority of peo- 
ple, now believe It to be, made its appearance two or three hundred years ago, 
its votaries would undoubtedly have been visited with all the bloodthirsty forms 
of persecution which were then Inflicted on helpless minorities, and which in one 
form or another, still survive In many parts of the world claming to be civilized. 
Thjt th« spirit of persecution is not dead Is conclusvely shown by the bitter at- 
tack* recently made on the Scientists by several clergymen of different denomi- 
nations. "Christian Science Is," said on* of them, "blasphemy against Goa th« 
Father, in denying his personality-; against God the Son, in denying his divinity, 
and the reality of his atonement for aln, and against the Holy Ghost, in aasert- 
i*i» that Christian Science itself i* the spirit of God. I regard the leaden as 
deliberate enemies of true rellgon, and willful decelverg of thoie who.follow 
thorn." There is hot a rellglcn on earth against which, at one time or another, 
that Indictment in letter and spirit was not presented. Roman Catholics, Prot- 
•stanta, Jews, Quakers—all 1iave passed through the same experiences with th« 
horrible accompaniments of thumbscrews, racks, scaffolds, atakei, faggot*, ban. 
lahmenta. Proteatatloni of Innocence were of no avail. They only Inflamed th« 
persecuting zealots, who«v*r they chanced to bs. .In tna same way, the Christian 
Scientists now daolar* that they do not bold the belief* attrlbuted'to them, and 
denounce the misrepresentation. Do these asseverations win them any more favor 
from those Interested In'condemning; them? Not at all. .On the contrary, It 
seems to make the hostility toward them more intense. Surely this is not tha 
American Christian spirit that is so vauntlngly preached and written about in 
thousands of pulpits and hundreds of religious publications. 
. 


I am not a Christian Scientist, but I hold it to be .the duty of every citizen 


to do all that in him lies toward sustaining and strengthening the "principle ot 
toleration and freedom of opinion. Be Christian Science a "delusion," a "fad," 
an "Imposture," or whatever «lse its opponents assert it is, those that adhere to 
it are entitled to lair play, and can believe and practice what they please, -pro. 
vlded they do not infringe upon the equal rights of others, and obey the tew. 
The growth of the "cult," as it is the fashion to term it, is one of the most re- 
markable events in religious history, and its progress seems to have Only Aegun. 
In a marvelously short perlod'of time It baa attracted to itself a very large fol- 
lowing among persons of wealth, culture and social prominence. Handsome and 
costly places of worship have been erected by Us adherents In various cittea of 
the union and in'England. The total value of the church property held..;by the 
Scientists In the United States Is estimated at J12,0«0,00(>. The number of mem- 
bars is said to be over 1,000,000. , One of the churches in Boston claims to have the 
largest congregation in the world—between 16,000 and 16,000 -persons. These fig- 
ures are startling, arid it is not surprising that the evangelical churcheg are be- 
ginning to be alarmed at the astonishing increase of the. Scientists;^. One dls- 
tnguished divine boldly declares that they must:be:"crushed out.";. But ;how? 
AH the lessons of history go to show that physical force, couloMt^lbe-brouglit 
into operation under our governmental .system, has had: the effect of swelling 
the numbers of those it was intended to suppress. It never succeeded'anywhere 
In;any age, and never will while human nature is constituted as It is at present. 
A policy of persecution is our of the question. The Scientists do nofibelongto 
the classes upon whom It could be safely attempted, and the sympathy-that it 
would Inevitably arouse for the victims of it would be-fatal to. the cause advo- 
cated by Its Instigators. There must be no "crushing-out" business in the United 
States.

. A NATIONAL DIVORCE LAW.

The recent decision of 'the supreme' court'of-the-Unlted States, with regpect 


to the validity of Dakota divorces, obtained under eer.tain conditions, forcibly 
calls attention *o a queatlon .whjgh Is fundamentally .In'tereitlng. to the weUbeing 
of society, and. even the consjiwation of the state itself.; In no country in the 
world are there so i man^«v|BjeB granted annually as 'in the United States; 
nbwhe*«else?:wlthlii^ei5^^K civilization is the, law on this ^'subject such a 
jumble of Inconsistencies;- iWJSfioWand- subterfuges. -The ^.statutory grounds for 
the dissolution ofithe.marriaBejborid ,are| scarcely'the. aame:in';any 'two1 states in 
the union, although a decree legally obtained In any one of 'them is considered 
as of binding effect in all the others. This Is about the only uniformity connect- 
ed with the entire wretchedly 'contrived system; • According to the decision that 
has just been rendered by toe highest judicial tribunal in the country, there are 
numbers of men and women now living together as husband and wife, between 
whom that relation has no legal existence. They comprise that class who were 
illegally dlyorced in Dakota and elsewhere, and who subsequently contracted 
marriages with other persons. How many or how few these persons are it would 
be next to impossible to estimate, but there is no doubt that they are far more 
numerous than is desirable. This is not civilization: it is barbarism in a^noral 
point of view, and the laws under which it is made possible should be swept out 
of the statute books. 
;, 


The only adequate remedy for the evils that necessarily flow from the diverse 
agglomeration of enactments on the subject which are dignified with the name 
of laws, is to invest the federal courts solely with power to grant dlvorces.;; This 
is, not a new idea, but it is the best plan that has been suggested to accomplish 
the reform that Is becoming more and more imperative with the rapid 'increase 
of population. There la no good reason why the grounds on which divorce may 
be'obtalned should be different in different states. In fact there Is every reason 
In the world why they should ba identical. All the states have the same social 
system, the same civilization, the same interest in the preservation of morals 
the advancement and progreaa of .the race. This grant of power cannot, of 
course, be made without an amendment to the federal Constitution, ; and subse- 
quent legislation oy congress. The -time has passed when the specter of cen- 
tralization can be auccessfully raised against such a proposition. By the best 
and most thoughtful men and women In the country, the necessity of the reform 
is 'recognized, and they would heartily support any man or party .that should 
advocated it. Whether the list of causes for divorce should be enlarged or re- 
stricted is not now the question. There will be plenty of time to discuss that 
point later on. Uniformity Is the great desideratum for which all. should 
earnestly contend In the Interest of the family and the home, the foundation 
stones of the nation. 


The subject la on* of transcendent importance. la the prevalence of divorce 
a symptom of national decay? George Bancroft, in his history of the United 
States, speaking of the New England Puritans, says: "Of divorce I have found 
no example." Gibbon, In discussing the conditions that dragged the Roman 
people down to ruin put these philoiophie observations on record on his Imper- 
lahable pages: "When the Roman matrons became the legal and voluntary com- 
panions of their lords, a new jurisprudence was Introduced, that marriage like 
other partnerships, might be dissolved by the abdication of one of the aasoclatea. 
In three centuries of prosperity and corruption tbla principle was enlarged to 
frequent practice and pernioloua abuse." Space limitations forbid the extension 
of the quotation. It will be found in chapter 44. In it la contained a great lesson 
Shall we learn It?

COLO., 


The Spanish Missions of Alta California

HE early history bf the Pacific 


coast centers In the old Span- 
ish missions, whose ruins are 


I 
today the most 'Interesting and 


I picturesque ruins In tne'-TJntted States, 
I with the single exception of the Cllft 
[dwellings, which belong to another clv- 
Illlzatlon.

I The Jesuits, haying been expelled in 
11167 from his dominions by Carlos III. 
(of Spain, this order was superseded by 
•the Franciscan monks, who took up th-» 
Inrk, already begun by the Jesuits, o£ 
IcFtablishlng missions In lower Caltfor- 
liiin. Padre Juniperro 'Serra was ap- 
Ipointed president of the missions; and 
•this earnest and devout Catholic, being 
l(n enterprising mata,' and hot content 
livllh merely stepping Into the shoes at 


his predecessors,: was disirous, like 
Fere Marquetto of earlier, date, of push- 
Ing on into places where no missionary 
had ever been. . Certainly; the courage, 
devotion and unfailing. kindness of 
these two members 
of the 
Catholic 


priesthood, evinced 
In their labors 


Jmong the native Indians were worthy 
of the respect of all succeeding ages. 
Undaunted * by hardships," peril and 
sickness, these brave souls pressed on, 
planting their missions wherever they 
found suitable situations. 
When the cxpedltlonrto 'discover the 


bays of Monterey arid San Francisco 
»as organlzed.vFather Serra joined one 
of the divisions' whlch~proceed«!d north 
by land to the. bay of San Diego; and 
here, near what'is now.known as "Old 
•Town," the first mission :lri: upper Cali- 
•fornla was establlsfie'd. 
The .natives 
•had not been disturbed' In. this spot for 
•nearly a'century; arid, then Sebastian 
•viscanio, who baptized the port,'calling 
•it San Diego (St. James).for San Diego 
•dc Alcala, the. patron., saint for the 12th 
•of November, the day on which the 
•first survey of this harbor'was com- 


pleted, remained In port but 10 days. 


- A n d the sojourn of Juan Rodriguez 
Cabrlllo, the first white explorer to sail 
into this tranquil blue bay of whom wt> 
have any authentic account, and whom 
the San Dlegans of today honor as the 
discoverer of : the harbor, was even 
shorter. Cabrlllo remained but six 
days. 
So the Spanish expedition of 


l<dO was the first attempt at a settle- 
ment, and for a time this seemed des- 
tined for failure. The vessel San An- 
tonio, which brought one division of 
the expedition to San Diego, having 
returned to lower California for as- 
sistance and supplies, was so long ab- 
sent that Portala, the governor, fcaretl 
starvation. He therefore told Father 
Serra that if the San Antonio were not 
sighted by March 20, the expedition 
should return south overland. 
Serra, 
greatly distressed, prayed with much 
fervor that he might not be obliged to 
leave with his work not even begun; 
and his prayers seemed answered, for 
on the very day fixed as Portala's lim- 
it, the vessel hove in sight. Serra, In 
his gratitude vowed that the annivers- 
ary of this day should be observed by 
him till the day of his death. 


San Diego was founded July 16. 1769, 
and mass was first celebrated in an 
Inclosure of : reeds, and the mission 
bells were suspended from a tree. 


The Spanish government consented 
to the establishment 
of missions in 
upper California by the Franciscan 
monks, expecting these missions would 
serve as nuclei for future villages, and 
cities which should be settled by Span- 
ish emigrants. The terms of the con- 
tract permitted the Franciscans to pos- 
sess, the mission properties and their 
revenues for 10 years, after which they 
were to revert to the Spanish crown. 
But In point of fact the padres re- 
mained in undisturbed possession for 50 
years. The first mission was located 
near the mouth of the San Diego river, 
but five or six years later was re- 
moved six miles further-inland, still 
near this willow-bordered stream.

About a month after the arrival of 
the expedition the Spaniards were at- 
tacked by Indians with bows and ar- 
rows, but only one of their number was 
killed; while the guns of the mission 
soldiers soon put the attacking party 
to 
flight, 
with several slain 
and 
wounded. . 


The gentle persistence of Father 
Serra and his co-adjutors succeeded 
not only in restoring peace, but In 
maintaining it for about six years; at 
the end of which time the Indians, 
aroused by the conversion and baptism 
of 60 of their number, fell upon tha 
mission and burned It, killing one of 
the padres, Luis Jaime, the blacksmith 
and the carpenter. Undismayed by this 
catastrophe, Father Serra and his 
brethren set about rebuilding the mis- 
sion, this time In a better location; and 
by their unvarying gentleness and for- 
bearance again 
pacified the natives. 
Gradually the Indians came more and 
more under the influence of the fathers, 
and were submissive and obedient, per- 
forming various kinds of labor, and 
learning different trades. 


The original plan had included the 
founding of but three missions, one at 
San Diego, another at Monterey and a 
third at a point midway between these 
two. And even the building of three 
missions, at this time, in a country pre- 
viously uninhabited, except by Indians, 
with wood and stone, unhewn and un- 
quarried In the mountains 30 miles and 
In some cases 50 miles distant, was a 
stupendous undertaking; and when It 
is remembered that this work was ac- • 
compllshed with unskilled workmen, 
savages who learned to make bricks.. 
who carried timber on their shoulders 
through a wilderness down the moun- , 
tain sides to the sea shore, from which 
to make rafters for these churches and 
dwellings, it Is a singular Inconsistency 
on the part of civilized man, that, in, 
view of these monuments to the Indus- | 
try 'of the Indians, as well as to the 
zeal and enterprise of the Spanish 
priests, he should still reiterate that, 
the Indian Is Incapable of being civi- 
lized. It looks like there was something 
rotten outside of Denmark. Certainly 
the timber was not rotten, nor the 
bricks of inferior quality. These mis- 
sions were for many years the only 
hostelrles on the coast, and 
the 
churches, which were built of stone ; 
and brick, survive today in some in- ; 
stances in a state of good preservation; ! 
and even where they are but a ruin the i 
arches and pillars bear testimony to 
their architectural harmony and excel- 
lent workmanship. It is said that these 
hard-burnt brick will even today turn 
the edge of the finest trowel. When 
a tree was felled in the mountains, af- 
ter the branches were cut off, It was 
placed upon the shoulders of a line at 
Indians, blessed by the father In charge 
of the work, and from that time until 
it reached the building site, It never 
touched the ground, being passed from 
one relay of Indians to another. While 
the men were engaged in the work of 
constructing the,missions, the women 
were taught to spin, weave and sew. 
Agriculture, cattle raising, and primi- 
tive manufactures, such ns woolen 
mills, wood working and blacksmith 
shops, furnished, others with employ-; 
ment. Many thousands of Indians ulti- 
mately took, up their abode near the'' 
missions, performing their work-under 
the direction of the padres, and becom-" 
ing in a certain sense their vassals. At

of half a mile In length still grows just 
where1 It was planted in the early days 
of the mission. The olive trees planted 
by the fathers still bear fruit, and the 
mission olives have the reputation of 
being second to none on the market. 
Besides the trades which the Indians 
learned, some of them were taught" to 
read, some to sing, and others to play 
upon various musical instruments. 
Today there is a school for Indian 
children in close proximity to the 
crumbling ruin of the historic mission, 
conducted by a Catholic sisterhood, 
where the visitor may inspect, and buy 
if he choose, articles of needle work 
done by the pupils. They are especially 
expert at drawn-work, and fine speci- 
mens are on exhibition. The. sister in 
charge showed us the chapel and vari- 
ous rooms in the school, and gave an 
interesting account of the work. She 
said the children are usually very 
bright and docile. 


Opposite the school, near the old olive 
orchard, and shaded by mammoth pep- 
per trees, is a little cottage where sou- 
venirs of olive wood are for Bale. 
The fields of Mexican beans are an 
important part of the ranch production, 
afnd used to form the basis of the mis- 
sion bill of fare. The remnant of In- 
dians who now live In the mountains In 
San Diego county depend upon these 
benns largely for food, and refuse to 
work where they are not furnished this 
dally necessity. Poor native sons of 
the soil! They are permitted to camp 
upon the Santa Isabel ranch, but not 
to till a foot of ground for their own 
use. And yet this ranch contains more 
than 17,000 acres of 
1 the best grazing 
land In the county that once belonged 
to the ancestors of these victims of civ- 
ilization. 


From the pavilion three miles north 


of the present city, overlooking Mission 
valley, may be seen one .of- the prettiest 
of -rural uscenes. At 'tnVfoot of the 
steep-terraced hillside lie the vegetable 
Candens of the residents of the valley, 
most of them betokening- the thrift of 
the Chinese, the popular'scape-goat of 
the opponents of "Imported cheap la- 
bor." Is it the fault of'the Chinese, or 


is it the fau|t of our present competitive 
system that vegetables raised 
by 
Chinamen in California are cheaper 
than vegetables raised by white men? 
Some of the poor whites of other states 
would be glad to buy a panful of fresh 
green vegetables for a nickel. There 
are not too many vegetables in any 
state, and they are not too cheap as 
long as 2,000,000 people die yearly for 
lack of sufficient nourishing food. Isn't 
it about time that we stop attributing 
the injustice done the white laborer to 
the wrong cause? The way to solve 
the labor problem Is not by closing the 
gates of Castle Garden. In-the mean- 
time It is a cheap and easy way of re- 
lieving the mental congestion which af- 
flicts the wage-worker to attack the 
Chinese rtow and the Filipino later on. 
It Is safer to attack the immigrant than 
to attack the wage system. 


Father Juniperro Serra solved the la- 
bor problem so effectually that during 
a period o'f half a century there wen- 
but two. insurrections among these sav- 
ages. 'He had fewer complications to 
settle than the president of the Car- 
negie Iron and steel works has had to 
settle during the past decade. 
After 
the first six years we hear of no fur- 
ther hostilities at San Diego. 
This man walked slowly and painful- 


ly, because of a diseased limb, from the 
bay of San Diego to the bay .of Monte- 
rey, a distance of many hundred miles, 
through a country unexplored, and In- 
habited only by native tribes of In- 
dians; and on the third day of June, 
1770, the second mission was founded. 
This occasion was celebrated In a man- 
ner which terrified the Indians. Thn 
throwing of stones In the directions of 


. the four points of the compass and the 
I noise of the firearms caused them to 
flee to the mountains. 


i 
This mission, like the first one, 'was 
located near the ! bay, but was after- 
wards removed to the Carmelo,.valley, 
where Its rUlns still remain by the Car- 
melo river. It Is related that La Po- 
roiise, who once visited this place, gave 
the1 missionaries a hand-mill for grlnd- 
| Ing 'Wielr corn; but the padres evl- 
! denly feared the Introduction of ma- 


chinery, for even this primitive inno- 
vation was not allowed and the neo- 
phytes continued the old process of us- 
ing meallng-stones. 


This mission was christened San Car- 
los, after the Spanish sovereign, it 
claims the distinction of being the bur- 
ial place of Father Juniperro Serra, al- 
though there Is a legend tn the effect 
that his bones were removed to Spain 
by a band of Spanish priests, who jour- 
neyed from Spain to Monterey for this 
purpose. Mrs. Stanford has caused a 
monument to be erected to his mem- 
ory near the site of the mission. Padres 
Juan Crespl and Raphael Vergers, 
Father Serra's co-workers, were also 
burled here. These men and the first 
martyr to the cause of converting the 
Indians, Father Luis Jaime, who was 
killed at the outset, had been associated 
with Father Serra In the college of San 
Fernando In the City of iyiexlco, and 
together they prosecuted the work of 
founding the missions.

Eventually about 1.000 Indians came 
to dwell near each mission, and thou- 
sands of cattle, sheep and horses rang- 
ed the country. These people became 
devout Catholics, spoko the Spanish 
tongue and lived under an ecclesiastical 
regime. 


The San Gabriel mission outranks.1 
the others In wealth. When the mis- 
sions were secularized it hud money In 
its coffers and stocks, fruits and grain. 
It was situated in the fertile San <!a- 
briel valley and nearly every vnrjety of 
fruit tree grew In its domain. After the 
death 
of 
Plainer 
Serra, which oc- 
curred August 28, 1784. it came under 
the management of other priests, and 
In 1819 It owned a flour mill worked by 
water,—the first of Its kind In Cali- 
fornia. 
But while this mission pros- 
pered In material ways. Padre Josi 
Maria Sftlvariea was not Ilk'e Its found- 
er In kindness to the Indians and devo- 
tion to the cause of converting them. 


tile' roof and plastered adobe wall form 
a structure which, while Hot so impos- 
ing In character as some of the mis- 
sions of later date, Is still picturesque 
and attractive In the extreme, and must 
have been In the days of Its prosperity 
a hospitable-looking cloister. 


Most of the missions were built 
around a large rectangular court, the 
buildings being surrounded by a corri- 
dor supported by massive pillars form- 
Ing arches, and surmounted by roofs 
and red tiles. At one corner stood the 
church, built usually of stone, though 
occasionally of adobe, and the terra 
cotta and buff walls were peculiarly 
soft and harmonious In color. The walla

The interior Is dark and forbidding, and 
when filled with dusky worshippers, lis- 
tening to the Impressive ceremonies of 
the Catholic church, the scene must 
have been solemn indeed. It Is not 
strange that the Franciscans succeeded 
In making many converts among these 
simple people of the new world. 


Pictures had a remarkable Influence 
over them, and were much used by the 
padres for purposes of Instruction. 
When the missionaries were searching 
for a suitable site/ for the San Gabriel 
mission, which was founded September 
S, 1771,—and a large number of Indians 
appeared upon the scene, armed, and 
with every appearance of hostility in 
their demonstrations, the fathers turned 
tlielr hostility into welcome by showing 
them a picture of Nuestra Senora dc los 
Dolores (Our Lady of Sorrow). The In- 
dians immediately hastened to bring of- 
ferings, Including gifts of of food. 


When once established It was not long 
before the missions had many Indians 
living in or near It, and life at these 
missions became similar in routine. 
Mass wns performed in the morning, to 
which the angelus summoned every 
member of the establishment. 
Then 


followed breakfast, which consisted of 
posale (succotash) and afterwards out- 
door work till nearly noon. The mid- 
day meal consisted of posale and meat, 
either mutton or beef, for the Indians 
would not eat pork. Work began again 
about 2 o'clock and lasted tin the hour 
for vespers, after which a supper of 
atole (porridge) was served. Dancing 


taken place, and the ecclesiastical des- 
pot was out of a job. 


The San Gabriel mission ii consid- 


ered the most Impnslng, architecturally, 
of all the mission ruins, and Is easily 
iicresslblf. as are most of these inter- 
esting historic spots. .

the patron saint of the Franciscans, 
and accordingly staled his belief to thu 
vlsltttdor general. Now. the latter wall 
gifted with considerable shrewdness, 
and so when the father suggested a 
mission t<i .Saint Francis, the general 
replied: "1C our Father Francisco wants 
a mission dedicated lo him, lot him 
show us that RUCK! port up beyond Mon- 
terey, and wo will build him a mission 
there." 


So when two of the exploring party, 
having climbed :i high hill, saw In th« 
distance 
the 
magnificent 
harbors, 
through whose Goldim Gate no ship hart 
ever entered, they declared the saint 
had guided them to the spot.

whether the saint was not averse to be- 
ing shown the honor uf having a mis- 
sion dedicated to him, or whether th» 
father took the hint of the wily vislta- 
dor general, and acted upon it, the ex- 
pedition to San Francisco bay resulted 
In a mission being established at that 
point. But the padres evidently did not 
trust Saint Francis to protect his own 
property, for they took care not to 
found the mission until some thre» 
weeks after the establishment of tha 
presidio, when 
they celebrated tha 
event with much pomp and splendor, 
with firearms and sky rockets. In tho 
corner-stone of the church, aceordlne 
to the mission records, ore to be found 
various treasures, coirrs, medals and th« 
bones of some of tho martyrs.

GO OUTSIDE TO REORGANIZE. 
Mining companies with high capit- 


alization incorporated under .the laws 
of Colorado may be driven to other 
states to reorganise to escape the ex- 
tortionate taxation Imposed by the new 
revenue law. A company with a cap- 
italization of $1,600,000 will be obliged 
to pay a tax ot $75 a year, while thei 
companies with a higher capitalization, 
such as $3,000,000 or $6,000,000 and there 
are one or two small companies so bur- 
dened, will be obliged to pay $150 to 
$260 a year, which will be Intolerable, 
If not Impossible to some of the com- 
panies. 


Under the new law It Is more expen- 
sive for a company organized under 
the laws of another state to operate In 
Colorado than one Incorporated here, as 
a foreign company Is required to pay 
10 cents per $1,000 of capitalization, or 
$150 for a capitalization of $1,600,000. 
It is stated by attorneys, however, 
that this discrimination which amounts 
to a tariff against 'other states, Is un- 
constitutional, and cannot be enforced. 
A'^recedent was established which will 
hold good In this Instance when an at- 
tempt was made to Impose a tax on 
drummers who lived : In other states 
from which Colorado drummers should 
be exempt. The supreme court decreed 
that a tax might be Imposed on drum- 
mers, but that all drummers must be 
subject to the same taxation. 
It Is thought that this will effectually 


dispose of an Increased taxation for 
mining companies organized under the 
laws of other states. 


What the mining companies, or those 


which object to the .taxation propose to 
do, la to organize In some other state 
with a capitalization 10 or 100 per cent, 
lower, the $1,600,000 companies Incor- 
porating for $160,000 or $15,000, and BO 
on, reducing t,he amount of the taxa- 
tion accordingly. 


A company with a capitalization of 


$1,000,000 would be obliged to pay $60 a 
year, but If It.should ro-lncorporate 
with a par value of one cent Instead of 
one dollar, or for $10,000, they would 
escape taxation altogether, as com- 
panies with a capitalization of $10,000, 
or less, are exempt. A $16,000 company 
would have to pay a nominal tax of 
$1.60 a year, or a $150,000 company would 
pay $16 a pear; and even if the discrim- 
ination against foreign companies could 
be made to stick, these nominal taxa- 
tions would just be doubled.

New Tork, April 30.—There Is no pre 


cedent by which to be guided in tH 
formation of a judgment regarding th 
present stock market. 
Each day o 


trading leaves some former record be 
hind, and not Infrequently all prevlou 
records go by the board as a. result o 
a day's business. The aggregate sale 
of all stocks today went ahead of yes 
terday's hitherto unprecedented total 
rising to 3,202,100 shares. Last Wednes 
day's record sales of a single stocl 
were 662.000 shares for Union Pacific 
compared with today's sales of 469,000 
shares of United States Steel. The ag- 
gregates sales of both the common am 
preferred stock of United States Stee 
amounted today to 648,000 shares. An- 
other record was clipped today for a 
single hour's business, sales for the first 
hour amounting to over a million 
shares, against tha previous maximum 
of less than 800,000 shares. It Is the 
usual rule that a large portion of a 
day's business on the exchange is done 
during the first hour, but had the ac- 
tivity of the market for the rest of the 
day continued In normal proportions to 
the first hour's business the total for 
the day would have reached probably 
4,000,000 shares, which would mean com- 
missions to stock exchange members 
for tho day's business of a $1,000,000. 
Such statistics as these convey the tru- 
est idea of the dimensions and scope 
of the present market. Any attempt at 
description would resolve itself largely 
nto an accumulation of superlatives. 
There were long strings of successive 
transactions In some of the most active 
stocks today, In which none of the sales 
reported were less than 100 shares and 
running from that up, to 10,000 shares. 
If any ordinary'considerations could 
be the rule In such a market the fact 
hat the stocks were notably strong 
'esterday were today sold In enormous 
volume to take profits would have had 
great Influence. The sharp break at 
nany points In the closing dealings 
vould have been another factor making 
or hesitation, but these usual symp- 
oms of a coming reaction have been so 
ften without the slightest effeot In the 
ecent extraordinary market that they 
were totally Ignored by the excited 
peculators, as many other Inoldtents 
lave been such as the engagements of 
gold for export and occasional harden- 
ng of the money market. The pres- 
nce In great force of a widespread 
ubllc interest In the market must ex- 
Iain this Ignoring of usual technical 
ondltlons. 
The great accumulations 


f wealth which have come to the hands 
f the American people for 
several- 
ears past and which have loin In de- 
osit banks waiting for opportunity for 
utlay, seemed to be pouring Into Wall 
treet, attracted by. the sudden great 
ortunes which are being made from 
ay to day In the great price movement 
f different stocks.
